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Introduction 


The democratic-minded people of the world are 
following with growing anxiety the aggressive policy 
of the ruling circles in West Germany, a policy 
which is directed towards revising the results of the 
Second World War. This policy, which is a threat 
to peace, is directed by the same forces which under 
Hitler actively prepared and implemented the 
aggressions against the peoples of Europe. 

The West German NATO Bundeswehr is con- 
trolled by Hitler's generals and officers. 

Over 1,200 fascist “hanging judges” are back on 
the bench in West Germany. 

The West German police is in the hands of 
hundreds of former Gestapo and SS officers who 
are seriously incriminated by their war crimes and 
crimes against humanity. 

The West German Foreign Office and its foreign 
missions are staffed with, and controlled by, 
Hitlerite diplomats. 

The demand of the peace-loving people for 
immediate removal of all those incorrigible active 
Nazis from all public and government offices was 
brushed aside by a monstrous decision of the West 
German Government on June 29th 1961, envisaging 
the payment of state pensions to all members of the 
SS-Verfuegungstruppe (Special Duty Troops), the 
SS-Leibstandarte Adolf Hitler (Life Guards), and 
the SS-T otenkopfuverbaende (Dead Head Units). By 
Government act all responsible government posts 
are open to these fascists, who are so seriously 
incriminated by the crimes they committed. 

On June 30th, 1961, one day after this new 
provocative measute was passed, West German 
Foreign Minister von Brentano was asked whether 
he felt personally responsible for the re-Nazifica- 
tion of West Germany. He replied: 


“As far as possible we have made a careful selec- 
tion in the Federal authorities. We cannot pre- 


vent people, whom we are convinced were true 
and flawless, being attacked. ... But you can 
be convinced that we have followed the tangible 
charges in each case, and with regard to the 
sphere of activity for which I am directly 
responsible, for example, I believe that I have 
not made myself guilty of any erroneous appoint- 
ments.’’! 


Herr von Brentano was deliberately lying, in 
order to cover up incontrovertible facts. 

The Foreign Ministry of the German Democratic 
Republic is in a position to publish new documen- 
tary evidence indicating, for instance, that Bren- 
tano’s Foreign Office is not staffed with “true and 
flawless” men, but with Hitlerite diplomats. 

The aim of this documentation is to prove that 


the civil servants of the Foreign Office have 
always been one of the principal pillars of 
German imperialism and militarism; 

to prove that the Nazi diplomats working for 
West Germany today bear the full responsibility 
for the policy of force and war of Hitler Ger- 
many, a guilt which cannot be denied by any 
evasions; that these diplomats in complete dis- 
regard of all lessons of history, are, today, plac- 
ing their entire energy at the service of the policy 
of aggressive nuclear war and revenge-seeking 
of the Adenauer Government. 


This documentation is intended to contribute to 
the unmasking of these forces who are an enemy of 
the peoples and peace and, in the interests of 
safeguarding peace, to thwart the policy of German 
imperialism and militarism.

I. Hitler’s Diplomats Dominate the Bonn Foreign Office 


Fascist Diplomacy was Found Guilty 


The centre of fascist foreign policy in the Wil- 
helmstrasse, Berlin, was destroyed in the Second 
World War. This coincided with the collapse of a 
policy which, in the preceding decades, had brought 
untold disaster upon Germany and many other 
countries. 

Following a certain period of ‘convalescence’ the 
majority of the officials who had worked in the 
Wilhelmstrasse under Hitler and Ribbentrop took 
up new quarters in Bonn. Hitler’s diplomats are 
today comfortably engaged once again in their old 
métier in the Koblenzer Strasse in Bonn. 

The officials of the Foreign Office had always 
been one of the main pillars of support in the pre- 
paration and implementation of the policy of force 
of the German imperialists, a policy which com- 
pletely disregarded the national interests of the 
German people and the rights of other peoples. 

This fact was irrefutably established at the 
Nuremberg Trial where the leading war criminals 
were brought before the International Military 
Tribunal. 

In this trial the aggressive foreign policy of 
German imperialism was analysed and the diplo- 
mats of the Wilhelmstrasse were found guilty of the 
most heinous offences against international law. 

The Wilhelmstrasse Trial*), held before an 
American military tribunal on the basis of the Con- 
trol Council Law No. 10 of December 20th 1945, 
also made a fundamentally correct general assess- 
ment of the detestable nature of fascist diplomacy. 

This trial—as all the other trials conducted by 
western military tribunals-was held as a result of 
the pressure of the masses of the people from the 
various countries. These people, who had decisively 
contributed towards victory over Hitler fascism 
through their heroic struggle for liberation, deman- 
ded just and severe punishment of the Nazi 
criminals. 


*) The Wilhelmstrasse Trial, officially Case No. 11, United States of 
America against von Weizsacker and his accomplices, was one of 
the 12 trials held between 1947 and 1949 before the American 
military tribunals in Nuremberg. The largest group of the 21 fascist 
defendants in the trial were eight of the most prominent Hitlerite 
diplomats. This trial hecame knowr as the Wilhelmstrasse Trial. 


The American Government was forced to make 
allowances for the demands of world opinion if it 
did not wish to be exposed as an enemy of peace. 
Thus, some of the most notorious Nazi leaders were 
convicted, although during these years (1947-1949) 
the American Government was already giving the 
German imperialists every assistance in the creation 
of a separate West German state. 

In spite of many negative tendencies the majority 
of the judges in the Wilhelmstrasse Trial can claim 
to have contributed towards unmasking the fascist 
diplomats by clearly establishing that they were not 
the ‘honourable men’ they pretended to be, but 
rather fascists guilty of atrocities as horrible as those 
committed by the brutes and murderers in the 
Hitlerite black and brown uniforms. Through their 
policy of blackmail and deceit and their cynical dis- 
regard of international obligations and responsibili- 
ties, the diplomats created the precondition for the 
invasions of the fascist army of aggression. The 
Wilhelmstrasse Trial proved that the task of Hitler’s 
Foreign Office was nothing less than the preparation 
of and active participation in the subordination, 
plundering, enslavement and extermination of other 
peoples in order to achieve the aims of the German 
imperialists which they had vainly tried to achieve 
in the First World War: the “New Order in 
Europe” under the dictatorship of the German 
monopolies. 

Some of the most dangerous fascist foreign poli- 
ticians such as Ribbentrop, von Neurath and von 
Weizsacker were convicted by allied courts for their 
crimes. But the mass of the active Nazi diplomats, 
who had found refuge in the western occupation 
zones, wete not arraigned or tried. 


Hitler’s Diplomats Indispensable in Bonn 


Naturally, it was not possible for the rulers of the 
separate West German state-created in flagrant 
violation of the Potsdam Agreement and against 
the will of the German people-immediately to 
reinstate on a full scale in the West German foreign 
service those men who were so flagrantly incrimina- 
ted by their work in the fascist foreign policy field. 
But as German militarism returned to power, they 
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were brought back into the foreign service. Today 
they are once again the top men in Bonn’s Foreign 
Office. 

This is a repetition of the development after the 
First World War. In the Weimar Republic, too, 
foreign policy was in the hands of those ‘ex- 
perienced’ diplomats who, under Kaiser Wilhelm II, 
had regarded the implementation of German 
imperialism’s programme of conquest as their main 
task. 

The reason for this development is clear. The 
German monopolies and Hitlerite generals of the 
West German army cannot dispense the abilities 
and experience of these diplomats. They are needed 
in order to camouflage the aims of Bonn’s revenge 
seeking policy with carefully worded notes and 
memoranda, deliberately to provoke ‘incidents’, to 
smooth the path for war and to fetter conquered 
peoples. The great skill of the militarists’ diplomats 
itt speaking of peace when they are preparing for 
war has made them once again indispensable in the 
preparation of an atomic war of destruction. 

The continuity of the imperialist foreign policy 
of Wilhelm II through Hitler to Adenauer is paral- 
lelled by the continuity of the staffing of the West 
German Foreign Office. No other West German 
ministry has such a concentration of incorrigible 
fascist elements, men who have not learnt the lesson 
of the past, as the Foreign Office. 

In March 1951 the American paper “Inside- 
Germany-Information” published a list of former 
Nazi diplomats holding leading positions in Bonn’s 
Foreign Office. On July 28th 1951, Reuters news 
agency reported revealing that a large number of 
former Nazi diplomats were being employed in 
Adenauer’s Foreign Office. A public uproar was 
created in West Germany when a series of articles 
by Michael Mansfeld were published in the “Frank- 
furter Rundschau’”’ Basing himself upon a close 
study of the protocols of the Nuremberg Trial and 
the documents on the Nazi Foreign Office in the 
Wilhelmsttrasse, he made sensational disclosures on 
the employment of the old Hitlerite diplomats in 
Bonn’s Foreign Office. 

If further evidence were needed to prove the 
truth of these disclosures it was provided by Robert 
Kempner, former Deputy to the Chief of Counsel 
for the United States of America at the Nuremberg 
Trial. He said that he personally and many others 
knew the truth of the facts contained in the 
articles from numerous documents of the Foreign 
Office. 

On March 17th 1952, the Bavarian Broadcasting 
Station announced that about 85 per cent of the 
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responsible staff of Adenauer’s Foreign Office were 
former members of the Nazi party. 

Under pressure of public opinion Federal Chan- 
cellor Adenauer was forced to set up a committee to 
investigate whether there were any persons em- 
ployed in the Foreign Office 


“whose conduct during the National Socialist 
dictatorship could endanger the confidence at 
home and abroad in the democratic develop- 
ment of the Federal Republic of Germany.” 


The committee answered this question with a 
definite “yes”. Although Adenauer had to admit in 
the Bundestag (West German Parliament, trans.) 
that this was true he immediately shielded his 
fascist diplomats. According to the minutes of the 
Bundestag session of October 22nd 1952, he said: 


“Herr Erler has correctly declared: the higher 
the rank, the higher the number of Pgs (members 
of the Nazi party, trans.) represented; I believe 
he said from Ministerial Director upwards. You 
are perfectly right... It is correct that among 
the civil servants quoted by Herr Erler, i. e. 
from Referent upwards... about 66 per cent 
were former Pgs. I believe that if you thought 
about these things in all calmness you would 
not be able to suggest how we could have 
proceeded otherwise. 

“One cannot build up a Foreign Office without, 
at least for the time being, staffing the leading 
positions with persons who know their job from 
past experience... I mean it is about time we 
put a stop to this prying about for Nazis because 
you can be sure that if we once get started, 
nobody knows where it will end.” 


Adenauet’s condemnation of “prying about for 
the Nazis” meant clear disregard for the Potsdam 
Agreement which specified that ‘“‘all members of 
the Nazi party who have been more than nominal 
participants in its activities and other persons 
who are hostile to the allied aims’ should be 
removed from official and semi-official office. 

If there was anybody to which this applied, then 
it was to Hitler’s diplomats. But Adenauer des- 
cribed the stipulations of the Potsdam Agreement 
as “prying” 

Following the German defeat in the First World 
War, deputies demanded in the German National 
Assembly the formation of “a foreign service which, 
both in form and spirit, would give expression to 
the republican ideals’; but at this time, too, 
imperialist circles similarly claimed that foreign 
policy could only be conducted by old experts.? 


As a result, the reactionary German diplomats 
who had been proved to have prepared actively for 
war returned to power. 

American historian Paul Seabury writes: 


“In 1922... the careerists of the Imperial 
Foreign Office once more dominated the Wil- 
helmstrasse. The chiefs (Ministerialdirektoren) 
of all eight divisions of the reorganized Foreign 
Office were experienced officials of the pre-war 
foreign service... If the intent of the Weimar 
republicans had been to remove decisive power 
from the traditional Imperial diplomats, this 
intent in no way had been realized.”° 


As a result of this development in the Weimar 
Republic the diplomats of Wilhelm II smoothed 
the path for the fascist take-over, for rearmament, 
and finally for war. 


Anti-Fascists Represent GDR Foreign Policy 


A foreign policy of peace, democracy and friend- 
ship among the peoples requires democratically- 
minded men from the ranks of the people who are 
prepared to serve the people and peace with all 
their power; a principle which has been fulfilled in 
the German Democratic Republic. 

The German Democratic Republic has furnished 
the proof that a foreign policy serving peace and 
friendship among nations can be established and 
successfully implemented without the “tried 
experts”. In the Foreign Ministry of the German 
Democratic Republic there is not a single Hitlerite 
diplomat. 

Staunch democrats and anti-fascists direct the 
ministry. The Minister of Foreign Affairs of the 
German Democratic Republic, Dr Lothar Bolz, was 
suspended from the German bar in 1933 because of 
his brave and resolute defence of German anti- 
fascists and forced into emigration, where he took 
an active part in the struggle against the Hitler 
regime. For his part in the anti-fascist struggle he 
was awarded the “Medal for Heroic Work during 
the Great War of the Fatherland 1941-1945” and 
the medal “Fighter against Fascism 1933-1945”. 

The First Deputy of the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, State Secretary Otto Winzer, has actively 
participated for over 40 years in the struggle of the 
German working class against imperialism and war, 
for democracy and peace. Because of his undaunted 
struggle against fascism Otto Winzer was persecuted 
by the Nazis and had to leave Germany in 
July 1934. During the years of emigration he worked 
untiringly for the liberation of the German people 


from fascism and militarism. Otto Winzer has been 
awarded the “Medal for Participation in the 
Armed Struggles of the German Working Class 
1918-1923” and the medal “Fighter against Fascism 
1933-1945”. 

At a time when the German imperialists and 
militarists and their diplomats were regaining their 
power after the First World War, Sepp Schwab, 
now Deputy Minister of Foreign Affairs, was 
sentenced to seven years imprisonment during the 
Weimar Republic because of his consistent struggles 
for the vital interests of the German people. Reac- 
tionary circles forced him to emigrate in 1930 and 
he fought on abroad against the Hitler regime with 
the same determination and devotion. Sepp Schwab 
has been awarded the “Medal for Participation in 
the Armed Struggles of the German Working Class 
1918-1923” and the medal “Fighter against 
Fascism 1933-1945”. 

Johannes Konig, Deputy Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, has played an active part in the organised 
struggle of the German working class movement for 
over 40 years. The reactionary forces sentenced him 
to 1% years imprisonment in 1930 because of his 
courageous work in the interests of the German 
people. Immediately after his release Johannes 
K6nig continued his struggle against fascism and 
war. The Hitler government threw him into con- 
centration camp and later condemned him to hard 
labour. Persecuted by the SS and Gestapo, Johannes 
Konig was forced to emigrate in 1939. For his 
devoted struggle against the Hitlerite regime he has 
been awarded the medal “Fighter against Fascism 
1933-1945” and the “Medal for Participation in 
the Armed Struggles of the German Working Class 
1918-1923”. 

Dr h.c. Paul Wandel, Deputy Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, has fought with the same devotion in the 
ranks of the best sons and daughters of the German 
people against the enemies of the German nation 
and of peace for almost 40 years. The reactionary 
forces imprisoned him in 1923, but this could not 
break his spirit. For his untiring struggle against 
fascism and-war he was awarded the “Medal for 
Participation in the Armed Struggles of the German 
Working Class 1918-1923” and the medal “Fighter 
against Fascism 1933-1945”. 

Georg Stibi, Deputy Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
has actively participated in the struggle of the 
German working class movement since the age 
of 18. In 1930 he was sentenced to two years 
imprisonment. Like tens of thousands of other 
German anti-fascists, Georg Stibi was forced to 
emigrate. When the fascists treacherously attacked 
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the Spanish people fighting for their freedom he 
went to Spain where he fought side by side with the 
Spanish wotkers and peasants from 1937 to 1939. 
True to the cause of peace and democracy he con- 
tinued as an emigrant his struggle for the liberation 
of the German people from fascism. Georg Stibi 
has been awarded the “Hans Beimler Medal”, and 
the “Medal for Participation in the Armed Struggles 
of the German Working Class 1918-1923". 

It is characteristic of the GDR foreign policy of 
peace and international understanding that the 
foreign missions of the German Democratic Re- 
public are staffed with trusty democrats and anti- 
fascists. 

12 Heads of GDR foreign missions were sen- 
tenced to long years of imprisonment and con- 
centration camp because of their struggle against 
imperialism and fascism; 

14 had to emigrate from Germany under pressure 
of the Hitlerite dictatorship; 

17 have received high state awards for their active 
participation in the struggle against the Hitlerite 
regime. 

It is significant that of the political staff of the 
Foreign Ministry of the German Democratic 
Republic, 72.8 per cent come from the working 
class, 14.6 from the peasants and employees, and 
the rest from professional circles and the middle 
classes. 

But those who want to continue the old fatal 
policy need the old fascist diplomats, militarists and 
judges. Since the defeat of German imperialism in 
the Second World War developments in West 
Germany have parallelled, in a disquieting fashion, 
developments during the Weimar Republic. 

85 per cent of all top posts in the West German 
diplomatic service are held by former members of 
Ribbentrop’s Nazi Foreign Office. 

Hitlerite diplomats hold leading positions in 
72 out of 83 foreign missions of West Germany. 

Of 16 West German embassies and legations in 
South America, 14 are headed by Nazi diplomats. 
In the Near and Middle East all 15 embassies are 
in the hands of prominent members of Ribbentrop’s 
staff. 


History is Falsified 


To camouflage the method of staffing the leading 
positions of the West German foreign service with 
Nazi diplomats, and in an effort to curb the grow- 
ing disquiet and anxiety about this fact in West 
Germany and abroad, the falsifiers of history in 
Bonn have systematically spread a variety of 
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stories on the role of the Bonn diplomats during the 
Nazi regime. Particular emphasis has been placed 
on creating a legend about a so-called “resistance 
group’ in the Nazi Foreign Office, a group which 
is alleged to have actively opposed Hitler’s policy. 
According to this legend many diplomats only 
participated in the Nazi atrocities in order to cover 
up their secret resistance work against fascism. 
Adenauer’s State Secretary Dr Globke is one 
of those who have recently claimed to have taken 
part in resistance work; he has done this in an effort 
to justify his crimes as the initiator of the Nurem- 
berg Racial Laws and his share in the responsibility 
for the murder of millions of Jews. This resistance 
legend was already shattered in the verdict at the 
Wilhelmstrasse Trial. The verdict stated: 


“To refer to the difference between reality and 
pretence, to claim lip-service and to have carried 
on sabotage instead, to have said ‘yes’ when ‘no’ 
was meant, such a method of defence is at the 
disposal of the biggest criminals and is not new 
to the Nuremberg Trial nor to any other trial. 
Such a method of defence must be regarded with 
suspicion. 

“The planning, preparation, and launching of 
aggressive wars with all their inherent horrors, 
sorrows and losses is a crime deserving the 
severest punishment. There is no justification or 
excuse for this.“ 


Indeed, not one of the diplomats of the Wilhelm- 
strasse has been able to support his assertion of 
genuine resistance activity by documentary evidence. 
On the other hand their participation in the crimes 
of the Third Reich has been proved a thousand 
times in international and national courts. This was 
underlined by Legation Counsellor a. D. Doctor 
Wolfgang Gans Edler Herr zu Putlitz, the only 
member of the Ribbentrop Ministry who broke with 
the fascist regime in 1939. 

He wrote: 


“Among the diplomats posted in the occupied 
countries during the war, there was not one who 
had not become guilty in one way or other. Each 
one of these men knew what was going on at 
that time, and was fully aware of the magnitude 
of the barbarity under the fascist regime.” 


In addition to the myth of “resistance” a further 
legend was spread with the aim of acquiting the 
Nazi diplomats of their crimes. According to this 
legend only Ribbentrop determined the policy of 
the Foreign Office and therefore he alone was 
responsible for everything. The state secretaries, 


ambassadors, division chiefs, and other members 
of the staff had no authority for initiative; they were 
merely Ribbentrop’s messengers. 

This is simply the hackneyed story that Hitler was 
“solely responsible” and thus “solely guilty” of the 
crimes of fascism, adapted for the Foreign Office. 
This story claims that there is nobody left today 
who could be made responsible for the crimes of the 
Foreign Office, since Ribbentrop was sentenced to 
death at the Nuremberg Trial in 1946. No reason- 
able person can seriously believe that the Nazi 
Foreign Minister alone could have justified, glori- 
fied and enforced the criminal policy of German 
militarism in the foreign policy field. It was pre- 
cisely the attachés, the legation counsellors, embassy 
counsellors, envoys and ambassadors etc., who 
created the preconditions and engineered the 
methods for the fulfilment of this policy. 

The facts prove even more: that the Ribbentrop 
diplomats surpassed their superiors in initiative in 
the preparation and implementation of this criminal 
policy. 

One must fully endorse the Wilhelmstrasse ver- 
dict which referred to the all-embracing responsi- 
bility of the entire Foreign Office with the follow- 
ing words: 


“It must be clear to everybody that all these 
manifold, contrived, and complicated National 
Socialist programmes aimed at aggression and 
exploitation, were not enforced by themselves. 
Their success can be mainly attributed only to 
the devotion and skill of the men who held lead- 
ing positions in those offices of the Reich 
Government (and the Foreign Office was the 
foreign political centre of this institution, ed.) 
entrusted with the enforcement and execution of 
such programmes.’® 


This fact alone bears evidence to the astounding 
audacity of these men when they maintain that they 
did nothing else than to execute the orders of 
Ribbentrop. The mass murderer Eichmann made 
use of this tactic in his defence during the trial in 
Israel. The argument of “acting upon orders” was 
constantly raised at the various trials of the war 
criminals in the post-war period although Article 8 
of the Statute of the International Military Tri- 
bunal specified: 


“The fact that an accused acted pursuant to the 
order of his Government or of a superior does 
not exempt him from punishment.’”” 


Even fascist “law” stated that an order from a 
superior could not in principle ensure exemption 


from punishment. The civil servants of the Foreign 
Office were bound by the German Civil Servants 
Law of January 26th 1937, Article 7, paragraph 2, 
second sentence which reads: 


“The civil servant should not obey an order if 
he recognizes that its execution would be con- 
trary to the law.’ 


Hans C. Peters, Professor for Public Law at the 
University of Cologne-one of the most famous 
bourgeois experts on administrative law of Germany 
in the Wilhelmstrasse Trial-declared on January 


9th 1946: 


“T know of many instances where civil servants 
believed that they could justify their action by 
referring to their oath... 

“To this I would like to state explicitly: There 
is no such oath of office obliging a civil servant 
to execute a murder on orders. No oath can 
oblige him to violate the law. There is no such 
obligation when the person clearly recognizes 
that his country and his people are being 
led to destruction through mad or criminal 
persons...’9 


All stories and excuses circulated by the Ribben- 
trop diplomats in Bonn follow only one purpose: to 
divert attention from the fact that the civil servants 
of the Foreign Office, with very few exceptions, 
participated with zeal and initiative in the enslave- 
ment and plundering of the peoples and introducing 
the “New Order” in Europe. 

As the following documents prove, the bulk of 
the diplomats of German imperialism, by committ- 
ing crimes against peace, war crimes and crimes 
against humanity, bear full responsibility for the 
policy of force of the German imperialists and no 
evasions can diminish this responsibility. 

These men have not learnt the lesson of two 
World Wars which brought devastating defeats to 
the policy of German imperialism. They have made 
West Germany the basis for a new war of aggression 
and through their policy of atomic war acutely 
threaten peace and security, not only for the German 
people but for all European peoples. 

The German Democratic Republic, guided in its 
entire policy by the interests of peace, regards it as 
its duty to emphasize this dangerous development 
while there is still time. The German Democratic 
Republic bears a great national and international 
responsibility in face of the dangers resulting from 
the revenge-seeking atomic rearmament of West 
Germany, and Bonn’s foreign policy aiming at the 
maintenance and intensification of international 
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tension. This responsibility is plainly evident from 
the agreements of the Anti-Hitler Coalition concern- 
ing Germany and from the Charter of the United 
Nations. The most effective measure under inter- 
national law to put a firm stop to the aggressive 
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policy conducted by the West German Government 
and its diplomats is the conclusion of a democratic 
peace treaty with both German states. To this the 
German Democratic Republic emphatically pledges 
itself. 


II. The Participation of the Foreign Office in the Planning, Preparation 
and Implementation of the Fascist Policy of Aggression 


The verdict of the International Military Tribunal 
in Nuremberg stressed that the aggressive wars of 
German militarism were not a coincidence. They 
were deliberate and constituted an important part 
of the foreign policy of German imperialism and its 
most brutal form, fascism. 

The allied tribunal condemned the unleashing of 
a war of aggression as the severest international 
crime which only differed from other war crimes 
in that it embraces and amasses all the horrors and 
other crimes put together. 

Next to the General Staff the Foreign Office 
was the central institution of the German mono- 
polies for planning and waging aggressive wars. 
That was why the International Military Tribunal 
convicted the heads of these institutions and Hitler’s 
most important foreign political advisors von 
Ribbentrop and von Neurath for crimes against 
peace. 

These crimes embraced, according to Article 6a 
of the London Statute, the planning, preparation, 
starting or waging of a war of aggression, or a war 
in violation of international agreements, treaties and 
assurances, the participation in a joint plan or in a 
conspiracy for executing one of the mentioned 
actions. 

Several leading diplomats of the fascist Foreign 
Office were convicted at the Wilhelmstrasse Trial 
for crimes against peace. This represented a basic 
assessment of the criminal policy of the Foreign 
Office. It still remains valid in spite of the very 
doubtful rectification proceeding held at a later 
date which repealed these verdicts. 

These proceedings, which were held in the USA, 
were the beginning of a series of measures for the 
rehabilitation of the seriously incriminated Foreign 
Office and its diplomats. These rehabilitation 
efforts were in line with the policy of the US mono- 
polists to utilise the remnants of fascism for the 
fight against the socialist camp. | 


The Mobilisation of the Foreign Office 


German monopoly capital used the Foreign 
Office to its economic and political aims of attain- 


ing highest possible profits, conquering new markets 
and new sources of raw materials and finally 
attaining world domination for German imperia- 
lism. German diplomacy displayed a special crimi- 
nal initiative for the fulfilment of these aims. It 
welcomed the coming to power of fascism and 
developed under Hitler a special activity for the 
fulfilment of the old world domination plans of 
German imperialism. Its aim was the creation of an 
ageressive pact system under the leadership of 
Hitlerite Germany “which would restore German 
military and economic supremacy over Central 
Europe and enable her to rectify Versailles,-not by 
patient negotiation and compromise, but by force.” !° 

The activity of these diplomats was indispens- 
able to Hitler. It is, therefore, perfectly clear why 
in 1935 the most important divisions in the Foreign 
Office were headed by “career diplomats, recruited 
by the pre-World War I foreign service”’.1! They 
proved to be exceptionally compliant instruments 
of Hitler in the preparation of a second World War. 
All steps in this direction found their approval and 
support. “Hitler's decision to withdraw Germany 
from the League, and from the Disarmament Con- 
ference, had met with their favour. Likewise, the 
unilateral denunciation of the Versailles arms- 
limitation clauses... had been a happy day for 
them as well.” !2 

Right from the beginning they supported “the 
central European territorial aspirations of the Nazi 
regime-including the truncation and destruction of 
Czechoslovakia and the ‘settlement’ of the Polish 
corridor question’’.18 

In pursuing the anti-peace revenge policy Lega- 
tion Secretary von Biilow demanded in a session of 
the so-called Ministerial Council for the Defence 
of the Reich on June 26th 1935, that the experience 
of the Foreign Office be put at the service of politi- 
cal and ideological war preparation. The minutes 
of the session read: 


“Legation Secretary von Bulow (Foreign Office): 
requests participation in the mobilization pre- 
paration of the Reich and Prussian Economic 
Ministry with regard to foreign trade organisa- 
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tion, and the Reich Ministry for Public 
Enlightenment and Propaganda with regard to 
war propaganda. The experience of the Foreign 
Office should be used in the preparations of 
these ministries.’’!4 


As long as the fascist war machinery was still 
being built up, one of the tasks of the Foreign Office 
was to reassure foreign countries of the peaceful 
nature of German militarism by camouflaging its 
true war aims. The fascist diplomats were “in 
peacetime... shock absorbers between the outside 
world and the grim realities of Nazi power and 
purpose.” 46 

Herr von Bargen, today West German Ambas- 
sador to the Republic of Iraq, for instance, dedica- 
ted himself with particular zeal to this treacherous 
task. In the capacity of Legation Counsellor and 
Chargé d’Affaires (1938) he endeavoured to con- 
vince the Belgian Government of the ‘peace- 
ableness’ of Hitler’s policy, and to prevent the Bel- 
gian Government from taking measures against the 
already clearly recognizable aggressive plans of 
German imperalism. On September 10th 1938, he 
informed the Foreign Office of talks he had with 
Belgian Prime Minister Spaak. This report shows 
that Bargen had done everything possible to dis- 
perse the fears of the Belgian Government over the 
unleashing of a war by Hitlerite Germany. He 
stated: 


“I confirmed to the Prime Minister our peaceful 
intentions and remarked that according to my 
observations the conviction was evidently gain- 
ing ground here too that no danger threatens 
Belgium from our side.’’!6 


Two years later Belgium was occupied by Hitler’s 
troops. The verdict in the Wilhelmstrasse Trial 
unmasked fascist German diplomacy as a system of 
merciless violations of international law, of ca- 
mouflaging such violations and efforts, and finally 
of their justification. The verdict stated: 


“As the documentary evidence unquestionably 
proves, Hitler Germany dit not make a single 
promise which it intended to keep; it promised 
everything possible if it was of the opinion that 
promises could lull suspicions. It spoke of peace 
when it was preparing war.’’!’ 


While the diplomats of the Wilhelmstrasse were 
outwardly particularly liberal with their talk of 
peace to deceive world opinion, they were 
simultaneously collaborating with the Supreme 
Command of the Armed Forces in drawing up 
detailed plans for attacking the European countries. 
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In view of the planned aggression an administra- 
tive reorganisation took place in the Foreign Office 
in 1938. “The war mobilisation of the German 
foreign service had begun in March 1938 when its 
missions abroad, under instructions from Weiz- 
sicker, had been placed on emergency footing. 
Similar changes took place in the Berlin head- 
quarters.’8 

The intensified use of the Foreign Office in the 
immediate preparations for aggression is reflected 
in a rise in its budget. “With a green light from the 
Reich Finance Ministry, the Foreign Office’s ex- 
penses rose about RM 9,000,000, or 18 per cent, 
over their 1937 levels (and, in 1939, were to go still 
higher—an additional RM 23,000,000, an increase 
in one year of almost 40 per cent).”’!9 


The Foreign Office Exercises “Right to 
Self-Determination’’—the Invasions Begin 


Hitler revealed his plans to Goring, Raeder, 
General von Blomberg, General von Fritsch and 
Foreign Minister von Neurath in a conference on 
November 5th 1937. Hitler’s statement is recorded 
in the so-called Hossbach Protocol. According to 
this protocol Hitler outlined his future foreign 
policy programme. This entailed “solving Ger- 
many’s problem of space at the latest by 1943/5... 
To improve our military-political situation it must 
be our first aim to seek a war conflict, to overthrow 
Czechia and Austria, to remove the threat to our 
flank in any possible operation against the West.”2° 

It can therefore be proved that the Foreign Office 
knew already in Autumn 1937 on the intended 
annexation of Austria and Czechoslovakia and was 
directly concerned in the preparation of these 
aggressive acts. 

The Foreign Office systematically promoted 
fascist subversive activities in Czechoslovakia. 
There is proof that “Weizsacker’s Foreign Office 
(since 1935) had financially supported and nurtured 
the Sudeten Party”, the fascist Henlein Party.24 

On March 29th 1938, a “Conference on the 
Sudeten-German Problem” was held by von 
Ribbentrop in the Foreign Office. Erich Kordt, 
today a leading West German civil servant, von 
Twardowski, today President of the Ibero-American 
Association and Herr Altenburg, today representa- 
tive of the German monopolies in the International 
Chamber of Commerce, were present when Ribben- 
trop developed in detail the plan how the annexa- 
tion of the Sudeten territory would be carried out 
under the pretence of the “maintenance of the right 
to self-determination.’’22 


The preparations for attacking Czechoslovakia 
were accelerated and the diplomats made their 
contribution. With shameless hypocrisy they tried 
to delude the Czechoslovak Government about the 
preparations for aggression of Hitlerite Germany. 
This can be seen from a note made by Envoy 
von Bismarck, Deputy Head of the Political De- 
partment in the Foreign Office, which reads: 


“Berlin, March 16th 1938 


Legation Counsellor Hencke of the German 
Legation in Prague phoned me today at 1 a.m. 
and informed me of the following: 
The German Military Attaché (Lieutenant- 
Colonel Toussaint) was requested to come to 
the Czechoslovak General Staff where he was 
told: 
According to information of the Czechoslovak 
General Staff military preparations are taking 
place in Bavaria and Saxony which are alarming 
to Czechoslovakia. The German Military 
Attaché had replied that such preparations were 
not known to him and were no reason to alarm 
Czechoslovakia. Legation Counsellor Hencke 
said, furthermore, that Envoy Eisenlohr is at 
present in the Czechoslovak Foreign Ministry 
for talks with the Czechoslovak Foreign Minister 
and requested, after inquiry in Berlin, to 
telephone him during the talks and to acknow- 
ledge as correct the above statement of the Mili- 
tary Attache. 
I replied to Herr Hencke that he need not 
hesitate to do this. Military preparations are out 
of the question and there is, therefore, no reason 
for alarm for Czechoslovakia. 

(signed) Bismarck” 


‘The same von Bismarck is today CDU deputy in 
the West German Bundestag. As Vice President of 
the European Council and as member of the Con- 
gress of the West European Union he once again 
actively represents the supremacy plans of German 
imperialism. 

In view of the ever-growing evidence of prepara- 
tions for aggression against Czechoslovakia this 
diversion did not achieve the desired effect. 

According to a strictly confidential circular of the 
Foreign Office on May 18th 1938 signed by von Bis- 
marck, leading personalities in Czechoslovakia 
called for resistance to the growing threat of fascist 
ageression. Full of rage, von Bismarck’s version of 
the situation is as follows: 


“In fear of this, those personalities tended to 
force the issue of the Czechoslovak Sudeten- 


German problem by intransigence, converting it 
into an international European crisis.” 


The hatred of the fascist diplomat von Bismarck, 
in view of the demand for a policy of resistance 
against Hitler Germany, is clearly expressed in a 
later sentence: 


“The danger of such a policy makes it necessary 
to pay particular attention to any such events.””4 


For this reason he ordered in this circular the 
embassies of Hitlerite Germany in London, 
Washington, Paris, Rome, and Warsaw, and the 
legations in Budapest, Belgrade, and Bucharest, to 
undertake everything possible to break the resist- 
ance of the Czechoslovak Government to the fascist 
annexation policy. 

In the same manner the Foreign Office prepared 
the occupation of the former Memel territory. 

On December 1st 1938, Ribbentrop held a con- 
ference at which it was declared that the “small 
solution” (i.e. the occupation of Memel by fascist 
troups, ed.) would be a “very suitable way of pre- 
paring for the big solution” (i.e. the aggression 
against Poland and the Soviet Union, ed.) 

The representatives of the Foreign Office planned 
tight down to the very last detail that “reintegra- 
tion” would take place after the “meeting of the 
provincial diet, proclamation of the Memel 
German Party asserting violation of the right of 
self-determination of the Memel population and 
deciding for annexation to the Reich on the grounds 
of the right to self-determination.” 

With blatant cynicism an internal report of the 
Foreign Office of August 26th, 1938, explained the 
relation between aggression and the demand for 
“self-determination” to camouflage the aggressive 
actions. The report reads: “It is generally assumed 
that it will be Poland’s turn following the liquida- 
tion of the Czechoslovak question. But the later this 
assumption becomes a firm factor in international 
politics the better. It is important in this connection 
to continue until further notice German foreign 
policy with the tried and trusty slogans of ‘the right 
to self-determination’ and ‘community of folkdom’. 
Anything else might be interpreted as pure 
imperialism .. .’’2°. 

One is forcibly reminded of similar declarations 
made today by representatives of the Bonn state on 
“the right to self-determination”. The clamour of 
the revanchists for the conquest of foreign territories 
in east and southeast Europe under the slogan of 
“self-determination” serves the preparation of a 
war just as it did during the period of Hitlerite 
fascism. 
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The criminal activity of the Foreign Office is 
further proved by a telegram sent by Nazi diplomat 
Veesenmayer to State Secretary von Weizsacker in 
which the following suggestions are made for pre- 
paring the attack upon Poland: 


“Envisaged plan reads: 


1) After lengthy talks on the question of 
customs officers, final failure of talks; blame 
falls upon Poland. 


2) This is followed by complete removal of all 
Polish customs officers and lifting of the 
customs border to East Prussia. 


3) Polish reactions will result, one way or the 
other. 


4) Thereupon, atrest of many Poles in Danzig 
territory and seizure of numerous Polish 
arms depots; discovery of these arms depots 
is ensured. 


5) Should there be an insufficient reaction by 
the Poles as an answer then the Western- 
platte should finally be attacked. Whether 
this plan has been changed in any way 
following consultation of Forster at Berghof 
on August 21st is unknown to me. Neither 
have any dates been fixed in this connection. 
Further information will follow after new 
consultations with Gauleiter Forster. 


Veesenmayer’’2’ 


Dr von Grolman, today West German Con- 
sul-General in Istanbul, actively participated in 
these war preparations against Poland. Grolman 
was, at that time, Vice Consul in Danzig and 
entrusted with the above-mentioned German-Polish 
customs talks. His task was to wreck the talks in 
preparation for the planned aggression with the 
intention of slandering the Polish side; a task which 
Grolman fulfilled. On August 23rd 1939 he tele- 
phoned Berlin reporting: 


“At about 6 p.m. a declaration is to be drawn 
up saying that the talks have been broken off, 
due to the fault of. the Poles.” 


In preparation for the attack on Poland the 
fascists instigated border incidents and similar 
provocations. Grolman reported to Berlin the 
fulfilment of such an ordered provocation in which 
a Polish customs officer was shot.?9 

Following the occupation of Poland Grolman 
received an appointment in the “Office of the 
Governor-General for the Polish Occupied Terri- 
tories’. 
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The method of intentionally provoking “inci- 
dents” was also used by the fascist diplomats in pre- 
paring their attack on the Netherlands.” 

To mislead the public and to justify their aggres- 
sive policy the Hitler fascist diplomats issued a 
series of “White Books”. 

Dr Triitzschler von Falkenstein played a substan- 
tial role in drafting these books. Tritzschler von 
Falkenstein, today West German Ambassador in 
Pakistan, worked in the political departments of the 
Foreign Office from 1939 to 1945. In this capacity 
he worked on the White Book on the alleged French 
air raid on the German town of Freiburg. In reality 
this air raid was staged by German bombers under 
the command of the present chief of the West Ger- 
man Luftwaffe General Kammhuber, in order to 
obtain a propaganda excuse for the barbarous air 
raids of the Nazi Luftwaffe on French and British 
towns. 

The close co-operation between Hitler’s diplo- 
mats and his military staff in the preparation of the 
attacks upon the peoples of Europe is shown by a 
declaration of Under State Secretary Gaus which 
reads in part: 


“In the months preceding the attacks on Hol- 
land, Belgium and Luxembourg which began on 
May 10th 1940, it was known generally amongst 
leading officials in the German Foreign Office, 
to whom I myself, Weizsacker and Woermann 
belonged, that this invasion was to take place. 
This knowledge resulted from the facts pre- 
sented below, which extended over the period 
from late autumn 1939 to the day of the 
invasion: 

“During the entire period preceding the invasion 
the Foreign Office had the closest contact with 
the military authorities. Heyden-Rynsch, the 
liaison man between the Foreign Office and the 
OKW, reported to State Secretary von Weiz- 
sacker regularly. I often saw him in Weizsacker’s 
office and knew that he worked very closely 
with the OKW.” 


The Foreign Office also participated in the pre- 
parations for the invasion of Yugoslavia. The docu- 
ment reproduced in the Supplement explodes the 
myth that the Foreign Office knew nothing of the 
planned invasion of the Soviet Union. In the con- 
ference on March 23rd 1941 it was laid down that 
the invasion of the Soviet Union should be post- 
poned by up to four weeks.*? 

In preparation for the invasion of the Soviet 
Union the so-called “Russia Committee” suggested 
to Ribbentrop on Mai 5th 1941 the formation of 


a "working group of experts” and a “body of 
prominent experts’. 

As can be seen from Document NG-142, the 
formation of such a body had already been con- 
cluded by this date.2’ This commitee included the 
SS Brigadefihrer and Envoy von Twardowski who 
held a prominent position in this committee. 

The working group included such members as 
Brunhoff, today West German Consul-General in 
Sydney, Professor Dr Hans Koch, up to 1959 
Director of the East European Institute in Munich, 
and Brautigam, formerly West German Consul- 
General in Hongkong. 

In the Document 1024 — PS the Foreign Office 
was ordered “to complete the historic arguments for 
the new division of the entire territory of eastern 
Europe. The work must demonstrate that the 
prospective administration districts are not a matter 
of mere chance but conditioned by historic and 
ethnic reasons and a political necessity for the 
future,’’38a 

On July 11th 1941, only a few days before the 
treacherous invasion of the Soviet Union, Brdauti- 
gam wrote in his diary: 


“IT am working, on leave from the Foreign 
Office, in the Rosenberg Office. We are pre- 
paring great events.” 


Nazi Diplomats Justify and Glorify the Policy 
of Aggression 


After the fascist armies had started the aggres- 
sive plans of German imperialism, it was the task 
of the diplomats to “justify” to the world these 
aggressions. The Hitlerite diplomats either tried to 
blame the victims for these invasions which were 
said to be acts of self-defence, or pleaded “sacred 
and ethical” aims, utilising the spectre of an alleged 
“danger from the East” threatening the freedom of 
the peoples. 

But this was by no means all. Hitler’s diplomats 
went so far as to describe as acts of peace the crimes 
committed and the violations of international law, 
and to praise the aggressions of Hitlerite Germany. 
After the Azschluss of Austria, Dr Hans Bidder, 
former Legation Counsellor Second Class in Peking 
and now West German Ambassador to Thailand 
and Laos, organized a meeting together with the 
head of the local Nazi party group. He reported to 
the Foreign Office: 


“Peking, March 18th 1938 


Ref.: Celebrations of the Azschluss in Peking 
... Afterwards I spoke in order to point out that 


the reunion of Germany and Austria could serve 
the well-being of Europe and promote peace 
throughout the world, concluding with a Szeg- 
heil to the German -people and their Fuhrer 
Adolf Hitler... 

Bidder’’*4 


Bidder was enthusiastic when Hitler launched the 
Second World War. A few weeks after the invasion 
of Poland, on October 18th 1939, he sent a circular 
to all Germans living in Chungking in which he 
called upon them to contribute to the fascist “Winter 
Relief Fund”, which stated: 

“We German folk-comrades here in Chungking 
in a neutral country, who are denied the chance 
to risk blood and life in the struggle for the 
fatherland, can, each in the position where he 
has been placed, at least contribute through our 
sacrifice for the Winter Relief Fund to support 
actively from afar the fight for survival of our 
German fatherland. All those among us who 
once in the past took up arms and fought for our 
great Germany, all of us out here who stand for 
the just cause of our fatherland in its present 
struggle for our national survival will self- 
sacrificingly follow the call of our Fibrer: “Help 
the Winter Relief Fund in a manner worthy of 
our heroic fighters at the front!’ 

For the German Embassy, signed Dr Bidder, 
Legation Counsellor’ 


The present West German Ambassador to the 
USA, Professor Dr Welhelm Grewe, justified in 
September 1939 the invasion of Poland by Hitlerite 
Germany with the following words: 


“The operations in the East cannot, according 
to German opinion, be regarded as ‘war’ in the 
formal sense of international law, but as a 
defensive action of the German Wehrmacht for 
the pacification of Germany’s eastern border.” 6 


On the occasion of the millenary celebrations of 
the battle of Lechfeld held on June 10th 1955, in 
Augsburg, West German Foreign Minister von Bren- 
tano warmed up the old lie of the “danger from the 
east” in the following words: 


“Indeed, the problems of 1,000 years ago are 
clearly parallel to the problems facing us again 
today in the west... In those days the nomadic 
heathen hordes of the east stood at the gates of 
the west, at the very gates of this city, threatening 
ruin and destruction. Now, once again the 
masses from the east stand not so very far from 
this city, and once again we are facing the 
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danger that the west will be overrun and fall 
into their hands. In a certain way the danger is 
still greater than it was then, because this time 
we are not confronted with individual nomadic 
hordes but with a well-organized bloc of the 
size of an entire continent. And this time we are 
not confronted, as then, with mere heathenness 
of wild peoples; now we have to face the 
heathenness of worldly fanaticism.”9? 


As a warning to West German diplomacy who 
are once again using anti-communism as a 
camouflage for the aggressive plans of the ruling 
class in West Germany against the German Demo- 
cratic Republic and the entire socialist camp, atten- 
tion should be drawn to that point in the verdict 
in the Wilhelmstrasse Trial which states that the 
technique of international hatred inevitably leads 
to resistance and finally to the doom of its 
instigators and collaborators. 

After the fascist troops had invaded other 
countries the Foreign Office participated directly 
and actively in the plundering of these countries. 
This was also the case in the Soviet Union. Imme- 
diately after the invasion by Hitlerite Germany, 
Ribbentrop’s confidential collaborator Herbert 
Blankenhorn, now West German Ambassador in 
Paris, was sent to the eastern front together with a 
group of other Nazi diplomats. This secret inspec- 
tion mission was aimed at organizing the looting 
of the occupied territories. The fascist diplomats 
found that close co-operation with Rosenberg, Reich 
Minister for Occupied Eastern Territories, would be 
the most advantageous solution to this problem. 
Rosenberg wrote in his report of June 28th 1941: 
“After notification of the Reich Foreign Minister, 
Geheimrat Grosskopf has been nominated by him 
as permanent liaison officer for his office. For the 
requested replacement in the political department 
of his office... the Foreign Office have given me 
Consul-General Dr Brautigam. I have known him 
for years, he speaks Russian and has worked for 
years in Russia.’’%8 

Not only in the Soviet Union but also in other 
occupied countries the Hitler diplomats acted as 
trustees for the German monopoly capital. 

After the occupation of Denmark by fascist troops 
the Foreign Office tried to blackmail the Danish 
Government. Van Scherpenberg and Mohr, today 
West German Ambassadors to the Vatican and to 
Switzerland, helped to draft a plan to force the 
Danish Government into economic union with the 
Hitler Reich. The Foreign Office stipulated “that 
such negotiations must be conducted with a certain 
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time pressure’ to prevent the voicing of opposition 
“in Denmark itself or abroad.”’*9 

In the other occupied territories the Hitler diplo- 
mats also acted as faithful helpers of the arma- 
ments industries. The diplomat Dr Hans von Bilow 
wrote in a report to the Foreign Office on January 


17th 1939: 


“Independent of this attitude to the present 
regime of Bulgaria we will, however, not always 
only look upon Bulgaria’s importance as a source 
of supply for Germany but also see its military 
potential. In this sense it would be an error if 
we were to disappoint the hopes of military 
circles here who are counting upon German aid 
in the rearmament of the country.’’*° 


The Hitlerite diplomats not only wished to ex- 
ploit the economic and military potential of these 
countries for the fascist war policy. In addition they 
did everything possible to draw the Governments 
of the satellite states of Hitlerite Germany into the 
war of plunder. 

Von Welck, today West German Legation 
Counsellor First Class, particularly distinguished 
himself in efforts to force Roumania into Hitler’s 
war against the Soviet Union. 

On behalf of the Hitler Government Dr Karl 
Werkmeister, today West German Ambassador to 
Sweden, demanded in talks with the Hungarian 
Prime Minister on December 12th 1941, “that 
Hungary, as member of the triple alliance, should 
declare a state of war between Hungary and 
America.’’*! 

There was even a special Foreign Office detach- 
ment which dealt solely with the sequestration of 
objects of art in occupied territories. 

In flagrant violation of the Hague convention on 
land warfare Hasso von Etzdorf, today West 
German Ambassador in London, supported this 
detachment in its looting of Jewish and public art 
treasures from France. Etzdorf himself participated 
in the activity of this special detachment. 

A letter of July 7th 1941, signed by Kiinsberg, 
reads: 


“The employment of the special detachment of 
the Foreign Office-named by the OKH ‘Group 
Kiinsberg’—has been regularised by OKH orders 
of June 11th 1941, signed by the Chief of 
General Staff of the Army. 

That is why I requested the VAA in the OKH, 
Rittmeister von Etzdorf, to see that an order be 
issued in which the AOKs are informed that the 


sphere of activity and competence of the VAAs 
and the ‘Group Kiinsberg’ are independent of 
each other, and that the activity of the VAAs is 
not restricted by the mentioned OKH order 
which only regulates the activity of the “Group 
Kiinsberg’. 

‘In addition, however, it is necessary in the 
interest of the joint activity of the VAAs and 
the ‘Group Kiinsberg’ on behalf of the Foreign 
Office to establish closer co-operation to ensure 
that all enemy material of interest to the Office 
is seized,’’42 


The Nazi diplomats proved to be keen propa- 
gandists of Hitler’s war policy. This is true, for 
instance, of West German Ambassador Dr Triitzsch- 
ler von Falkenstein who in a letter of January 29th 
1942 to the High Command of Hitletr’s Webr- 
macht suggested, in his capacity as permanent 
advisor, that German fascist war propaganda 
should be intensified in Spain and Portugal. 


The letter reads in full:

Reports of our offices in Madrid and Lisbon 
show that enemy propaganda is, with grow- 
ing success, depreciating the present situa- 
tion on the eastern front and in North 
Africa. This has already made itself felt by 
a considerable decrease in enthusiasm for 
the Axis Powers. We regard it expedient to 
explain in an impressive and simple manner 
to the population of the Iberian peninsular 
the importance and the implication of the 
present defensive fight in the East. As 
already known, the German military attaché 
in Lisbon recently expressed the desire for 
more effective German counter propaganda 
especially designed to set forth that the 
Russian army, after its high losses of men 
and material, has no chance of success as 
soon as the German Wehrmacht receives the 
order to attack. It also seems necessary to 
stress the high losses of all our enemies on 
all fronts. 


“The Foreign Office would therefore be 
pleased if the High Command of the Webr- 
macht would supply appropriate articles 
written by military experts. Our Missions in 
Spain and Portugal would see to it that they 
are published in the Spanish and Portuguese 
press. It would also be welcomed if the mili- 
tary situation were to be discussed in short 
public broadcasts in the German news 
service for Spain and Portugal. 

“Broadcasts by German officers in Spanish 
and Portuguese would be a very effective 
means of propaganda. 

“The Foreign Office would be grateful to 
receive the earliest possible reply to this 
suggestion.

Nazi Diplomats Demand “New Order” 
in Europe, Africa and Asia 


Dr Triitzschler von Falkenstein was an enthusi- 
astic advocate of the plans of German imperialism 
for the “European New Order’. In March 1942 he 
wrote a 20-page report on the “suggestions and 
wishes of foreign Governments on the question of 
the “European New Order”’. 

In the accompanying letter he wrote: 

“As ordered, the enclosed report plus enclosures 
on the official and semi-official suggestions and 
wishes we have received from foreign Governments 
on the question of the European New Order is 
presented... 

“Some further reports have been promised parti- 
cularly from the commercial policy departments. 
I will therefore send a supplement in a few days. 


Herewith presented to 
Herr State Secretary 
Berlin, March 24th 1942 
(signed) von Triitzschler’”“* 


In the course of these “New Order’ plans a 
European Committee headed by Ribbentrop was 
formed in the Foreign Office in April 1943. In 
appreciation of his services, Dr Triitzschler von 
Falkenstein was nominated Secretary of the Com- 
mittee. The general directive for the European 
Committee, signed by Ribbentrop, stated:

2. The “European Committee” will convene 
according to requirements and its work is con- 
fidential. I reserve the right to fix a date when 
the interested Reich and Party offices should be 
informed of the founding of the “European 
Committee” and be requested to send delegates. 


3. In preparation for the Sessions of the “European 
Committee” the following groups are now 
nominated: 


Group A: Headed by Professor Berber 

The task of the group is to compile a graphic 
presentation of the historic, geographic and 
statistic material on the individual European 
countries. This group has also the task of pre- 
paring historical facts on the political develop- 
ment in Europe with particular consideration to 
former forms of European unions. The foreign 
political advisors in the individual divisions of 
the Foreign Office are at the disposal of Profes- 
sor Berber in the collection of the material on 
the individual countries. 


Group B: Headed by Ambassador von Rintelen 
This group will deal with those problems which 
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require legal regulation in the future imple- 
mentation of the European New Order. Of 
particular importance are those questions where 
an all-European solution must be attained or 
which must be uniformly regulated with the 
future signatory states. For the fulfilment of the 
tasks allotted to this group the Division Chiefs 
belonging to the “European Committee” are 
entitled to nominate deputies from among the 
advisors in their divisions. 


Group C: Headed by Minister Schmidt (Press) 
This group is entrusted with the task of super- 
vising and, if necessary, of directing the propa- 
ganda on the European problems, particularly 
with the task of controlling and co-ordinating 
the press, agreements, etc., according to a 
uniform plan. The Division Chiefs of this group 
are also authorized to nominate representatives 
among the available advisors in their depart- 
ments for this particular kind of work. 


4. The material gathered by these groups should 
be continuously collected and deposited with 
the Secretary of the Committee, Legation 
Counsellor von Triitzschler, so that it is avail- 
able at any time. Legation Counsellor von 
Triitzschler will continue to collect the usual 
documents on enemy war aims as well as other 
important foreign reports dealing with the 
European question. 


Fiibrer Headquarters, April 5th 1943 
signed Ribbentrop’”*° 


At a time when Hitler had occupied Czecho- 
slovakia, Poland, Belgium, the Netherlands, Luxem- 
bourg, France, Denmark, and Norway, and was 
trying with all his power to destroy the Soviet 
Union, his diplomats were preparing new invasion 
plans. When the fascist “Afrika Korps’ was 
advancing in North Africa, the German imperialists 
and militarists thought the moment had come for 
the fulfilment of their world domination plans in 
the Near and Middle East. 

At the beginning of 1942 the Foreign Office 
worked out plans for “the political preparation of 
the German advance into the Arab region”. The 
plans designated as ‘““Top Reich Secret” were pre- 
sented by Envoy Grobba to Ribbentrop on 
February 2nd 1942. Point I/3 of this document 
reads: 


“3. German Advance 
On entry into the Arab regions: Reorganisation 
of the Iraqi-Arabian Army, provisionally to con- 
sist of three Iraqi, one Syrian and one Palestine- 


Transjordanian division. Felmy Special Staff in 
Greece provides the subordinate officer corps 
for this army from the Arab Legion. Felmy 
Special Staff takes over the duties of a German 
military mission in the Arab countries. The Ger- 
man troops to be used are motorised units 
trained in desert warfare. Aims of the German- 
Arab advance are the Suez Canal and the 
Persian Gulf. From Basra contact is to be made 
with the Japanese coming from Ceylon.’ 


To implement these plans a “Staff of the Pleni- 
potentiary for the Arab Countries” was formed 
under Envoy Grobba. This staff consisted “of 
officials of the Foreign Office with a knowledge of 
Oriental problems and languages.” Here are the 
names of fascist Foreign Office officials who 
belonged to this Staff: 


Dr Granow, today Special Envoy of the West 
German Federal Republic; 


Dr Munzel, today West German Ambassador in 
Leopoldville; 

Steffen, West German Legation Counsellor First 
Class; 

Dr Seydel, West German Legation Counsellor 
First Class in Lybia; 

Mirow, West German Legation Counsellor to 
the European Economic Community. 


The background and aims of these plans are 
obvious. At that time-just as today-the German 
imperialists tried to exploit the just struggle of the 
Arab peoples against colonial oppression and 
exploitation and for national independence and 
sovereignty, in order to fulfil their own colonial 
plans. This was the continuation of the expansionist 
policy of Imperial Germany the Middle East as 
exemplified, for instance, by the “Berlin-Bagdad 
Railway’. They wished to replace the old colonial 
rulers and continue to fetter the Arab peoples to 
colonial dictation. The document already quoted 
stated openly that the Grobba Staff had the task of 
making “efforts to exploit the riches of the Arab 
countries for the war effort of the Axis Powers.” 


Point II/2 of the document specified: 


“2. General task 
Its task is to prepare politically for the German 
advance into the Arab region and, after the 
entry has been effected, to carry out German 
policy on the spot in accordance with directives 
from the Foreign Office.’’47 


A special “Arab Committee” was formed for 
propaganda questions. Among its members were 


Dr Granow, Munzel and Steffen, West German 
diplomats mentioned above, and Dr Melchers, 
formerly West German Ambassador in India. 
Dr Melchers and Dr Granow played a leading role 
in working out this plan. 

There is not the slightest doubt that the people 
of the Arab World would have shared the same lot 
as the people of the fascist-occupied European 
countries if Hitlerite Germany had managed to 
implement its plans. 

Thanks to the struggle of the states belonging to 
the Anti-Hitler Coalition, and in particular the 
Soviet Union, these plans were frustrated through 
the destruction of fascism. 

But this should not detract attention from the 
fact that German imperialism still pursues its old 
colonial plans, with the help of the old Hitlerite 
diplomats, only today using the slogan of anti- 
colonialism. 

The formation of the “Special Staff S$” in Greece 
under General Felmy shows how intensively the 
German fascists worked on the fulfilment of the 
“New Order” plans against the Arab peoples. 

This Special Staff had the task of forming a so- 
called Arab Legion under German leadership to 
conduct sabotage and subversive activities. 

Dr Granow also participated actively in these 
plans. On April 9th 1942, he sent the following 
report from Rome to the Foreign Office: 


“Today I had the opportunity of an informal 
discussion with my Italian colleage Mellini on 
this question without disclosing, however, that I 
knew of the written Italian proposal. I inquired 
in particular whether measures concerning the 
Arab Legion had been considered by the Italian 
side. Legation Counsellor Mellini replied that the 
latter was not the case; rather one was waiting 
in Rome for the announcement of the intentions 
of the German Government on this question. 
On the other hand the Italian Supreme Com- 
mand has decided to give the Arabs military 
training in Italy. For this purpose a training unit 
was to be formed in Rome. This unit would then 
be the counterpart to our camp in Cape Sunion 
near Athens. 

... Indeed, it should be observed that the pre- 
sent Italian plan seems to exceed our measures 
in Cape Sunion insofar as it has selected for the 
Italian training unit the trappings of indepen- 
dence; Arab Command and the Arab National 
colours; which points to the suggestions of the 
Great Mufti on an Arab Legion mentioned in 
previous reports.’’4° 
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In Africa too the imperialists of Hitlerite Ger- 
many wished to enter into the heritage of the old 
colonial rulers. Hasso von Etzdorf, today West Ger- 
man Ambassador in London, played a prominent 
role as the liaison officer of the Foreign Office with 
the High Command of the fascist Wehrmacht in 
working out a plan according to which French Equa- 
torial Africa, Nigeria, Gold Coast, Dahomey, French 
and Belgian Congo, Uganda, part of Kenya, Zansi- 
bar, and the former German colonies were to 
become property of German imperialism. 

The document reads:

The “theoretical” foundation for the colonial 
plans of the Nazis was provided by the lecturer of 
the fascist College for Politics, Professor Dr Grewe, 
today West German Ambassador in Washington. 
He wrote that “the political reorganisation of Cen- 
tral Africa... will become inevitable after the pre- 
sent war.’’°0 

By 1941 Professor Grewe no longer limited 
himself to the colonial plans of Hitler Germany in 
Central Africa. He spoke of an “international New 
Order of the entire legal situation of the mandated 
territories which undoubtedly must follow... This 
New Order will affect both the British and French 
Mandates in equal manner.’”>! 


A Network of Spies and Agents is Established 


In the Wilhelmstrasse Trial the Military Tribunal 
ruled that the spying and subversive activities 
of State Secretary Keppler and Envoy Veesen- 
mayer were war crimes and thus passed a basic 
judgement on the subversive activity of the Foreign 
Office. Numerous documents prove that the Foreign 
Office was one of the most important branches of 
the fascist espionage system. 

It is known that the fascist Foreign Office orga- 
nized a comprehensive espionage network. A net- 
work of agents was set up throughout the world by 
a special division in the Foreign Office in close 
collaboration with the espionage divisions of the 
Reich Security Service (SD) and the High Com- 
mand of the Armed Forces. This: network had the 
task of conducting subversive activities abroad, and 
gathering espionage material in preparation for, and 
furtherance of, fascist aggression. 

A top Reich secret document sent by Ambassador 
Ettel on April 13th 1943 to State Secretary Baron 
von Steengracht, stated: 


“Every head of a mission must, especially in 
wartime, do his best to obtain as much valuable 
information as possible. For this purpose he must 
school personnel under him and give directions 
for the collection of information.”°? 


The document further suggested that another 
intelligence agency be formed in co-operation with 
the Security Service and gave special instructions in 
this connection. 

A special agreement on co-operation between the 
Foreign Office and the Gestapo in the sphere of 
espionage work states: 


“The Foreign Office will give every possible 
assistance to the Secret Service. The Reich 
Foreign Minister will, as far as possible, employ 
certain members of the Secret Service in the 
Foreign Office.’’®3 


Simultaneously the Foreign Office and its foreign 
missions worked hand in hand with a number of 
other Nazi underground and espionage agencies; 
these agencies included the “Biro Ribbentrop” 
formed in 1933, which had the task of deciphering 
the radio codes of foreign states and organizing 
subversive activity abroad. 

Erich Kordt was the liaison officer of the Foreign 
Office to this espionage bureau which employed 
some 300 persons shortly before the outbreak of 
the war. 

The agents of the Foreign Office maintained 
close contact with Rosenberg’s “Foreign Political 
Bureau” of the Nazi party. The Foreign Office also 
worked closely together with the so-called Foreign 
Organisations of the Nazi party which organized 
the formation of subversive and propaganda centres 
by German citizens and particularly members of the 
Nazi party living abroad. The documents and files 
of this “Division”? were at the disposal of the 
Foreign Office and the foreign representations were 
employed to direct and co-ordinate the activity of 
the Nazi Foreign Organisation. 

A similar situation prevailed with the Folk Ger- 
man Liaison Office which, in connection with the 
Foreign Office, had the task of directing and 
organizing spying and subversive activity among 
persons of German origin who held foreign 
citizenship. 

The Foreign Office made use of the broad con- 
nections of the German monopolies, particularly 
IG-Farben, for their espionage work. In 1939 the 
Foreign Office disposed of over 300,000 marks 
alone for the espionage activity which was carried 
out under the disguise of “Germandom Tasks 
Abroad”. A letter of February 16th 1940 reveals 
that this sum increased to 400,000 marks in 1940.4 

The subversive and espionage activity of the 
fascist Foreign Office embraced nearly all countries, 
including the neutral states. 

Switzerland was also included in this network. 
The documents in the appendix reveal that the 
Foreign Office (Espionage Division D III) allocated 
between October 1941 and March 1943, 363,524 
Swiss Franks for the “support of National Socialist 
Swiss Citizens” and for the so-called “Swiss 
Renewal Movement.”°° 

During the Second World War the Middle East 


was one of the main centres of fascist spying and 
sabotage work. Dr Melchers—formerly West Ger- 
man Ambassador in New Delhi, now employed in 
the West German Foreign Office-played an im- 
portant role in the establishment of a suitable 
espionage organisation in this region. 

In Iran the Nazi diplomats concentrated all their 
efforts to prevent the coming into force of Article 6 
of the Soviet-Iranian Friendship Agreement of 
February 26th 1921 which foresaw joint defence 
steps and to prepare the country for German aggtes- 
sion by mobilizing reactionary anti-Soviet elements 
in Iran. By such steps the fascist not only wanted to 
seize the huge Iranian oil fields, but also to turn Iran 
into a military base against the Soviet Union. 

On February 22nd 1940 Melchers informed the 
Foreign Office in a “Top Reich Secret” dispatch 
that, following an arrangement with the High Com- 
mand of the Wehrmacht, it was intended ‘“‘to send 
a confidential agent to the northwestern part of Iran 
to gather information on the spot and through 
inquiries as to the military possibilities.” 

It is interesting to note that this military spy was 
Dr Paul Leverkuehn, after the war Christian Demo- 
cratic member of the West German Bundestag.”® 

Melchers cooperated closely with the Reich 
Security Main Office and the High Command of 
the Hitlerite Wehrmacht, and reported the establish- 
ment in Iran of “three German action centres..., 
one in Teheran under direction of Emissary Mayr 
who has been there since 1940, one in the Kashgais 
region and one in the Bakhtiar region.”°” 

With the failure of the fascist Blitzkrieg strategy 
against the Soviet Union, the aggressive plans of 
German imperialism against the Iran also failed. 

This necessarily led to changes in the tasks of the 
fascist network of agents. 

In a letter to Ribbentrop on September 11th 
1943 Melchers wrote that the German agents 
should “work amongst the Kashgais and Luri and 
with their help attack transports and commit acts 
of sabotage on the railways and roads. These agents 
had direct radio communication with the home- 
land. They also suggested that the approaching elec- 
tions to the Iranian Parliament should be influenced 
by means of money.’’®8 

To enforce this criminal sabotage activity new 
agents were smuggled into Iran. On this problem 
Melchers wrote in the letter already quoted: 


“The SD began a number of ventures in co- 
operation with Counter-Intelligence II, the aim 
of which was to land parachute agents from 
planes in various parts of Iran.’’©? 
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Melchers also played a prominent role in the 
fascist espionage and subversive activity in India 
and Afghanistan. 

Operation “Tiger” was prepared at the end of 
1941 between the High Command of the Webhr- 
macht and the Foreign Office. Its aim was to 
smuggle fascist agents into Indian-Afghanistan bor- 
der areas, the construction of a wireless transmitter 
and receiver, and the location of possible air 
fields.®0 

A letter of May 27th 1941, signed by Melchers, 
reveals that Ribbentrop allocated 1,000,000 marks 
for this espionage operation. 

The fascist agents had the task of carrying out 
sabotage activities as can be seen from a “Top 
Command Secret” dispatch of April 20th 1942: 


“Tt is requested to transmit the following coded 
message to the German Ambassador Kabul for 
Pathan: With reference to your wireless mes- 
sage No. 214 of March 28th and No. 261 of 
April 13th: We agree to direct sabotage activity 
from Berlin stop at present undertake only 
minor sabotage stop awaiting your information 
for further transmission over Free India trans- 
mitter.’64 


This sabotage and subversive activity also 
extended to Turkey. On September 1st 1941 
Melcher informed Ribbentrop that in February 1940 
“a Turkish confidential agent was introduced to 
the Embassy in Ankara... who as an official of the 
Turkish Foreign Ministry had access to reports 
sent in from Turkish diplomatic representatives 
abroad.”’€2 

Dr Kroll, today West German Ambassador to 
the Soviet Union, actively participated in the fascist 
subversive and espionage activity in Turkey. With 
the help of a wide-spread network of agents he 
regularly obtained espionage reports for the Foreign 
Office. He forwarded a report of the Turkish 
Ambassador in Moscow dated August 22nd 1941, 
and a report of the Turkish Ambassador in London 
dated September 1st 1941.® 

In a “Top Reich Secret” dispatch of September 
21st 1941, for Ribbentrop, Kroll stated: 


‘Source X is former diplomatic courier of 
Foreign Ministry who, according to his own 
statement, was dismissed for political reasons. 
He receives his reports from former colleagues in 
secret registry. In most cases he copies the 
reports himself, sometimes he already receives 
copies. Compensation 400 Turkish pounds per 
month, which, by Turkish standards, is sufficient 
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for livelihood but naturally not commensurate 
with risk... My personal impression is that the 
reports correspond substantially to the originals. 
The information contained in these reports has 
been repeatedly confirmed by reports of the 
Foreign Minister or of Numan to the Ambassa- 
dor or to me, or they have been confirmed 
through subsequent events. Furthermore, the 
facts that are given are frequently so concrete 
and betray such intimate knowledge of events 
that a layman could not easily invent them.” 


In view of the fascist defeats on the German- 
Soviet front in 1942-1943, a growing anti-Nazi 
feeling was noticeable in Turkey. Kroll did every- 
thing possible to commit the Turkish Government 
to the continuation of its friendly policy towards 
the Axis. Kroll energetically pressed this demand 
during talks with Berker, General Secretary of the 
Turkish Foreign Minister, on April 21st 1943. It is 


‘characteristic of his activity in the service of 


Hitler’s policy of conquest, when Kroll writes in his 
report on these talks: 


“Have emphatically stressed to the General 
Secretary our determination to continue war 
until final victory and explained importance of 
present total mobilisation of Europe in this 
connection.’”® 


Kroll actively supported the demand made upon 
the Foreign Office by the fascist Secret Service to 
intensify its propaganda activity in Turkey. 

In a telegram dated October 1st 1942, Kroll 
wrote: 


“In the course of the efforts made by the repre- 
sentatives of the Chief of the German Security 
Police and of the SD who were attached to the 
Embassy to achieve cooperation with the Tur- 
kish secret service, Dr Graefe of the RSHA, the 
Government Counsellor who was recently here, 
suggested to a representative of the Turkish 
secret service that a senior representative should 
be sent to visit Germany and the countries occu- 
pied by Germany, so as to strengthen the 
hitherto loose links and to counter enemy pro- 
paganda by means of accurate reporting.’ 


Characteristic of the subversive activity of Kroll 
is the fact that he invited the head of the Turkish 
secret service and a further official. To substantiate 
his suggestion Kroll wrote: 


“Such a trip would, if suitably organised, 
doubtlessly offer opportunities to explain to 
important Turkish officials our point of view on 


the following important propaganda theses of 
the enemy. 


1. Oppositional attitude of population in occupied 
territories as a result of German terror. 


2. Insufficient preparations for defence on second 
front. 


3. Serious disruption of German war production 
as a result of enemy bombing and undermining 
of morale of German population. 


4. Serious supply situation.’’®” 


In connection with the war preparations against 
the Soviet Union, Hitler increased his efforts in 
spring 1941 to intensify tension in the Far East. 
The aim was to win Japan as quickly as possible for 
the expansion of the war in the Pacific area and for 
support in the planned invasion of the Soviet Union. 

An expression of these aggressive machinations 
was the dispatch of von Randow-today West Ger- 
man Ambassador in Burma-to Shanghai. Randow 
became head of the Shanghai office of the German 
Embassy in Peking on March 13th 1941. On his 
nomination he received the order “to take over 
central guidance of all propaganda sent out from 
Shanghai.’’68 

The available documents prove that Randow did 
everything possible to implement the fascist plans. 
With great zeal Randow tried to frustrate the 
American-Japanese negotiations in 1941 along the 
lines noted above. Randow dispatched the follow- 
ing telegram on November 5th 1941: 


“In view of Japanese-American negotiations 
main aim of which is to end China conflict, most 
immediate current aim of German effort to 
show that US interests in Asia and Pacific area 
in sharp contrast to Japanese.” 


In the same telegram he demanded intensification 
of propaganda by “sharpest personal attacks on 
Roosevelt and clique.” 

The telegram continues: 


“Stress to be laid on American ideas about 
Anglo-American world empire under Roose- 
velt’s leadership, to indicate America’s actual 
imperialist aims. This also in view of growing 
understanding by English. Publication of series 
of articles on members of brain trust, world 
power plans of Jewish high finance especially in 
South America, Far East, Dutch East Indies.” 


Randow also demanded intensified fascist slan- 
der and war propaganda against Britain. Randow 
also thought that Australia was “specially favour- 
able target’. 


His special attention was directed to interference 
with the supply lines for the British forces statio- 
ned in the Far East.” He suggested to the fascist 
Foreign Office: 


“Intensification of defeatist propaganda through 
sending agents to Singapore, which is at present 
most important supply centre.” 


To undermine British influence in India in the 
interests of the Nazi colonial plans Randow wrote: 


“Strongly recommend stepping up propaganda 
in India, through support of Indian independ- 
ence movement. Strong psychological effect to 
be expected as result of reports of unrest in 
India. Activation of Sahay movement under 
camouflaged German guidance. (See also tel. 
report No. 149 July 21st and No. 414 of Oc- 
tober 28th). 


To whip up anti-British war propaganda Randow 
published forged British Parliamentary Reports, 
which he sent to American citizens. This fraud was 
unmasked by Robert Kempner, Professor at the 
Pennsylvania University, in November 1941. In 
response to an inquiry by the Foreign Office in this 
connection Randow cabled on November 24th 
1941: 


“With reference to telegram of Embassy in 
Washington of November 20th concerning lec- 
ture of emigrant Professor Kempner. 
Assertions correct. Production of imitated Par- 
liamentary reports with crudely caricatured 
parody of Churchill speech invented here under 
strict maintenance of disguise. 

Delivery to America, Hongkong, Singapore. 
Addresses apparently include characteristic 
features or small errors which led to discovery 
of connection with the list of the Information 
Library New York.” 


A host of documents prove that Randow set up 
an extensive and well-organized espionage system 
with which it was possible for him to constantly 
supply the Foreign Office and the High Command 
of the Wehrmacht with secret military plans of the 
Anti-Hitler Coalition Powers.’4 

The fascist German espionage activity in Japan 
was headed by a certain Dr Jérn Leo. One of 
his most important agents was Franz Krapf, today 
head of Department West II in the West German 
Foreign Office. 

This is revealed in a file note of the Security 
Service of April 22nd 1941, which reads: 
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“It is intended to entrust Dr Leo with the 
coordination of the news network in Japan... 
Dr Leo will get into contact with the following 
persons: 


1.SS Untersturmfubrer Franz Krapf, Attaché at 
the German Embassy in Tokyo 
K. was named as an honorary co-worker of the 
former Central Department III 1 by the SS 
Sturmbannfiibrer von Vietinghoff-Scheel ...”” 


An example for the co-operation of the Foreign 
Office with the German monopolies in the fulfil- 
ment of the fascist policy of expansion is the activity 
of the present West German Ambassador in Tokyo, 
Dr Haas. 

Haas was dismissed from the Foreign Office in 
1937 for family reasons and with the consent of the 
Chief of the Foreign Organisation of the Nazi party, 
State Secretary Bohle, employed in the economic 
espionage network of IG-Farben. 

The document reproduced in the supplement 
states: 


“1) Dr Haas enters the service of IG Farben- 
industrie Aktiengesellschaft as co-worker 
abroad. 
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2) His and his family’s permanent seat of resi- 
dence will be Peking or Tientsin. 


3) Herr Dr Haas has the. task of providing 
IG Farbenindustrie Aktiengesellschaft regu- 
larly with all the facts and information neces- 
sary for a correct analysis of industrial and 
general economic development of North China 
and for possible German participation in the 
industrialisation of this region. 


4) The work assigned to Dr Haas makes visits by 
him to all parts of North China necessary .. .”’78 


“The Bureau of the Business Committee” 
reported on his activity on October 1st 1941: 


“Herr Dr Haas travelled at the end of 1938 to 
China on behalf of the “Bureau of the Business 
Committee” and took over his post in Peking 
following a short period of training in Shang- 
hai. Due to his good connections he has been 
able to establish the necessary contacts to the 
Chinese and Japanese authorities, and to keep 
the IG currently informed of political and eco- 
nomic events from reliable sources, and to carry 
out the special tasks entrusted to him.” 


Ill. The Participation of the Foreign Office in War Crimes 
and Crimes against Humanity 


The Foreign Office Sanctions War Crimes 


The Second World War, which was started by 
Hitlerite Germany, brought untold suffering and 
misery upon the peoples. The number of war victims 
alone (dead and missing) has been estimated at 
more than 30 million persons. Over 8 million men, 
women and children were brutally murdered in the 
fascist concentration camps. The Hitlerite diplomats 
are responsible to a high degree for these terrible 
crimes. 

Many diplomats of the Foreign Office not only 
committed crimes against humanity, but also parti- 
cipated directly in war crimes. 

“During the years of the war, the Foreign Office 
was allotted the following tasks: annihilation of 
the European Jews; recruiting of forced labour from 
France, Eastern Europe and the Soviet Union; 
recruiting the Waffen SS troops in satellite countries 
or occupied countries for the ‘common struggle’ 
against Bolshevism—leaving out of account the fact, 
that they thus became less ‘Nordic’ than was other- 
wise wished; the extradiction of political prisoners 
from the satellite countries so as to put them into 
German concentration camps.””* 

Of course the diplomats of the Wilhelmstrasse 
did not themselves commit the murders, atrocities 
or deportations, but they participated in these crimes 
by their explicit consent and by covering them up 
beforehand, or by diplomatic misrepresentations, 
denials or faked justifications. Thus, for instance, 
they made it their special task to deny or keep secret 
from the protecting powers the war crimes com- 
mitted by the SS, the Gestapo and other organisa- 
tions against Allied prisoners of war. 

Article 77 of the Geneva Convention on the 
treatment of prisoners of war, concluded on 
July 27th 1929, and article 14 of the Hague Con- 
vention IV of October 18th 1907, dealing with the 
rules and customs of land warfare, obliged the 
Foreign Office to give truthful information of 
the protecting powers about details of the treatment 
of prisoners of war. Naturally a protecting power 
can only exert its influence for the protection of the 


prisoners of war if it has been informed as to the 
nature of their treatment. The verdict in the Wil- 
helmstrasse Trial condemned as a war crime the 
false information given by the Nazi diplomats 
contrary to international law. 

The Foreign Office collaborated closely with the 
SS, the so-called Reich Security Main Office, in the 
preparation and perpetration of war crimes. This 
was proved in the Wilhelmstrasse Trial in connec- 
tion with the cowardly murder of the imprisoned 
French General Mesny. It emerged that Hitler had 
ordered that no decision on the perpetration of this 
war crime to be taken without the explicit approval 
of the Foreign Office. The Nazi diplomats acted in 
accordance with Himmler’s infamous speech of 
October 4th 1943 in Posen, in which he declared 
with the greatest brutality: 


“What happens to the Russians, what happens 
to the Czechs, is absolutely of no account to 
me... Whether the other nations live in prospe- 
rity ot whether they die of hunger, that only 
interests me insofar, as we need them as slaves 
for our culture, otherwise it does not interest me. 
Whether 10,000 Russian women die of weakness 
or not when digging an anti-tank trench only 
interests me insofar, as the anti-tank trench is 
completed for Germany.” 


One of the Nazi diplomats who tried to justify 
these war crimes is Professor Dr Grewe, today West 
German Ambassador in Washington. In an article, 
which was published in 1941 in the September 
edition of “Monatshefte fir Auswdartige Politik” 
(Monthly Journal of Foreign Policy), Grewe flatly 
rejected the Soviet Government’s proposal of 
August 8th 1941 that both sides adhere to the 
Geneva Convention and the Hague rules of land 
warfare. Thus, he shares responsibility for the mis- 
treatment and murder of many hundreds of thou- 
sands of Soviet prisoners of war. In his article he 
wrote: 


“Nobody can claim .that the decision of 
June 22nd did not grow from very realistic con- 
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siderations. All historic experience shows that 
great historical missions, which do not bog down 
in the stage of dreaming and noncommital 
planning, begin in such a manner... Indeed, this 
war can no longer be classified in the category 
of national wars between countries with their 
customary laws of war and neutrality... 
England and the United States are now sudden- 
ly taking an attitude, as if the Soviet Union 
were a state of the same nature as others, and 
even a particularly peace-loving and reliable 
one, fit to be entrusted with the maintenance of 
peace in the whole east of Europe.” 


The Foreign Office not only covered up the 
crimes committed against the prisoners of war, it 
also took an active part in these crimes. The then 
German Envoy in Vienna, Altenburg, instigated an 
action against 50,000 prisoners of war in Oc- 
tober 1944. 

He saw to it “that the arriving prisoners at once 
be examined as to their suitability for the Waffen-SS 
and, if this is out of the question, that they be put 
to work, in close collaboration with the Arbeitsfront 
and the officials responsible for labour direction.’’”® 

The same diplomat Altenburg, who presented 
POWs the alternative of either being sacrificed as 
cannon-fodder for Hitler’s regime or doing slave 
work for the German monopolists. under the worst 
possible living and working conditions, today 
represents the interests of German monopolists in 
the International Chamber of Commerce. 

The participation of the Foreign Office in the 
deportation of slave workers from the occupied 
territories is also shown by the minutes of a con- 
ference with Hitler on January 4th 1944, dealing 
with the provision of a further 4 million labourers. 
This document states: 


“The Commissioner-General for labour employ- 
ment should get in touch with the Reich Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, before he takes his 
measures.”’?7 


The procuring of slave workers was carried out 
with the most brutal methods and untold cruelty. 


Nazi Diplomats Participated in the Murder 
of Hostages and Deportations 


Quite a number of documents bear witness to the 
participation of diplomats of the Wilhelmstrasse in 
the arresting and shooting of hostages and in the 
deportation of the civilian population of various 
countries occupied by the fascists. 

Document No. 1588-PS of the Nuremberg Trials’® 
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shows that the compilation of so-called lists of 
hostages was ordered. These lists of hostages were 
chiefly to contain former members of parliamen- 
tary bodies, officials of progressive organisations 
and prominent anti-fascist personalities who had 
taken an active part in defending the national 
interests of their countries. 

The figures giving the total number of hostages 
executed in France and Greece show that these crimes 
were committed on an immense scale. 29,600 per- 
sons were executed in France and 91,000 in Greece. 
Fascist policy in the Soviet Union and in other 
countries of eastern Europe was even mote atrocious 
and as a result hundreds of thousands of citizens 
of thése countries were murdered. 

The documents prove that the military comman- 
ders never ordered these executions of hostages and 
deportations without the consent of the Foreign 
Office. The Foreign Office always gave its consent 
at once, although the officials of this Ministry knew 
very well that the shooting of hostages and deporta- 
tions are prohibited by international law. The 
imprisonment and shooting of hostages or the 
deportation of members of the civilian population 
of the occupied territories are infringements of the 
basic human rights of life and freedom and are 
therefore a grave crime against international law. 
Article 6b of the London Statute expressly lists 
the deportation of members of the civilian popula- 
tion of or in occupied territories and the killing of 
hostages as war crimes.” 

By these open breaches of international law, the 
fascist diplomats rendered active assistance to 
the deportation commandos and firing squads of 
the SS. 

Amongst those who participated in these crimes 
was Dr Hans Strack, today West German Ambas- 
sador in Santiago de Chile. Strack joined the Nazi 
party on October 1st 1936. As Senior Legation 
Counsellor and head of Referat II of the Political 
Division for the occupied territories of France, Bel- 
gium and the Netherlands till 1943, he not only 
knew of the shooting of hostages and deportations 
in these countries, but also ordered the form in 
which the representatives of the Foreign Office 
should use these crimes for propaganda purposes. 

On December 5th 1941, Hitler’s military com- 
mander in France, von Stuelpnagel, demanded as 
retaliation, among other measures, the execution of 
100 French patriots and the internment and deporta- 
tion of 1,000 Jewish citizens and 500 young French 
resistance fighters. 

Strack participated in this terrible crime, as the 
following document proves: 


Teletype office 
of the Foreign Office 
“To the Foreign Office, 
for Ambassador Ritter — 
The Fubrer has decided: The retaliation measu- 
res envisaged in France as a result of the latest 
assassinations are now to be carried out as pro- 
posed by the military commander in his report 
of December 5th 1941. The necessary publica- 
tions and prepagandistic measures ate to be 
taken in agreement with the German Ambas- 
sador in Paris. 
LR Strack (Referent for France) reports that the 
military commander of France has informed 
Ambassador Abetz on the decision of the Fuhrer 
as to the retaliation measures to be taken and 
his participation in the publication and in the 
propagandistic measures. 

signed: Mackensen. 3/XII.’89 


On April 11th 1942, further retaliations against 
French patriots were crdered. Again Strack parti- 
cipated in these crimes against humanity. It was he 
who passed on the order for murder to Nazi 
Ambassador Abetz. The document states: 


“Telegram 
Paris, April 11th 1942 15.50 hours 
Received: » ith ,, T7155 -5; 
Urgent 


No. 1491 of April 11th 1942 


Fer Ambassador Abetz through LR Strack. 

For the latest three assassinations the Fubrer 
has ordered the OKW to carry out the following 
measures: 

For each assassination 20 executions, of these 
5 at once, the other 15 after 5 days if the per- 
petrator has not been detected. Furthermore 
500 hostages are to be deported for each assas- 
sination.’’®! 


Only a few days later, on April 18th 1942, 
Strack went into action again. A “considerable 
sharpening’ of murderous fascist policy was 
ordered. The document states: 

“Delayed because of line fault 
Teleprinter note for Ambassador Abetz, to be 
passed on through LR Strack. 

Supplementary to telegraphic report No. 1570 of 
April 16th 

After a report to the Fibrer, the OKW has 
ordered considerably sharper measures to be 
taken, than those proposed by the military com- 
mander. According to the decision of the Fuhrer, 
28 persons (corresponding to the final number 
of victims) are to be shot at once, and a further 


three times 28 after 3 days, if the perpetrators 
have not been detected till then. For practical 
reasons, the military commander will vary these 
numbers, as the exact number of casualties has 
not been made public, so that 30 persons will 
now be shot at once. A further 30 persons are 
to be shot 3 days after publication of the public 
notice, which will appear in the morning papers 
on Monday at the earliest. The earliest date for 
the next 80 is Wednesday or Thursday of next 
week. The executions are to be carried out from 
the groups of persons formerly mentioned. 
According to the directions of the Fiubrer, the 
number of Communists, Jews and _ persons 
sympathizing with the perpetrators to be depor- 
ted to the east is to be raised to 1,000 if the 
perpetrators have not been detected within the 
time mentioned above.’ 


Johann von Stechow, today West German Lega- 
tion Counsellor First Class, also participated in the 
murder of hostages. Shortly before the occupation 
of Czechoslovakia by Hitlerite Germany Stechow 
negotiated with the Gestapo on the shooting as 
hostages of Czechoslovak citizens arrested in Ger- 
many. Government Counsellor Wetz (Gestapo) 
demanded on September 16th 1938 information 
from Stechow, whether in case “Sudeten Germans 
condemned to death by martial law in Czecho- 
slovakia were executed, an equivalent number of 
the persons arrested here would be shot.” Stechow 
reported that the decision was in the hands of the 
Reich Minister and promised speedy information.® 

Another West German diplomat seriously 
implicated in war crimes is Werner von Bargen, 
today West German Ambassador in Iraq. 

From 1940 Bargen acted as representative of the 
Foreign Office with Hitler’s military commander 
in Belgium. He proved to be an unfaltering sup- 
porter of Hitlerite policy. 

Documents of the Nuremberg Wilhelmstrasse 
Trial show that Bargen is one of the persons chiefly 
responsible for the shooting of hostages and the 
deportation of Jews in Belgium and France. Here 
are some proofs: 

On October 7th 1942, he reported to the Foreign 
Office from Brussels that “50 prominent citizens of 
Brussels have been arrested as hostages’’.®4 

On December 1st 1942, he reported the shooting 
as hostages of 10 Belgian patriots.® 

On January 5th 1943, Bargen reported to Berlin 
that “severe measures of retaliation were ordered” 
against Belgian patriots in Brussels, Antwerp and 
Liége, “especially the shooting of hostages... .”° 
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In spite of a cruel reign of terror, the resistance 
of the Belgian people against the fascist occupants 
was not to be broken. Bargen was furious that he 
had to admit this fact when he reported from 
Brussels on January 13th 1943: 


“In spite of draconic counter-measures by mili- 
tary administration, murderous attacks, sabotage 
and attacks continue. Reprisals, especially shoot- 
ing of numerous hostages, seem to make no 
impression on terrorists.” 


From the beginning of 1944, Bargen was chargé 
d’affaires in Paris. Here too he collaborated closely 
with the murderers of the Gestapo and SS. In a 
“Top Reich Secret” report of April 6th 1944, he 
wrote about a “renewed conference with Gruppen- 
fiibrer Oberg’’. The report states: 


“1) Persons of prominence arrested for dissident 

views, connections or activities are all, without 
exception, in Germany. Higher SS and police 
officer in France no longer responsible for 
these. Prisoners retained here not so important 
that announcement of special treatment in 
case the sentences pronounced by committee 
in Algiers are carried out would prevent the 
committee in Algiers from conducting the 
trial or executing the sentences. Gruppen- 
fuehrer Oberg therefore suggests that Foreign 
Office request a list from Reich Security Main 
Office and that further dealings be conducted 
directly in Berlin. 
This procedure would have the advantage that 
it would appear outside as if it were indepen- 
dent of and uninfluenced by French action and 
clearly demonstrate determination of German 
Government to protect soldiers who have 
fought under German command.

Gruppenfuebrer Oberg also agreed to send as 
quickly as possible a list of Frenchmen who are 
suspected of anti-German feeling or contacts 
with de Gaulle and whose arrest could be con- 
sidered as a counter-measure to the Algerian 
sentences in case proposal in 1) cannot be car- 
ried out.

Bargen’’® 


Dr Niisslein is now in a leading position in the 
Personnel Department of the Foreign Office. His 
name is on the: Czechoslovak list of war criminals 
No. A — 6/316. Immediately after the occupation of 
Czechoslovakia he served as public prosecutor in 
Brno (Briinn). In March 1939 he was transferred to 
the office of the Nazi Reichsprotektor in Prague. 
Here he also served as public prosecutor. In Brno, 
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as also in Prague, he demanded numerous death 
sentences for Czechoslovak citizens. 

In 1942, Nisslein was promoted to Senior Pro- 
secutor. This had been suggested by Heydrich, 
SS Obergruppenfiibrer and deputy Nazi Reichs- 
protektor, and the suggestion was later supported 
by his successor Frank. As wished by Heydrich and 
Frank, Nazi Reich Leader Bormann also supported, 
from the Fuebrer’s headquartets, Nusslein’s priority 
for promotion. Here is the documentary evidence:

Before his death, the deputy Reichsprotektor SS 
Obergruppenfiibrer Heydrich strongly supported 
the promotion of the First Prosecutor Dr Niiss- 
lein to Senior Prosecutor. He pointed out that 
Dr Niisslein has shown particular understand- 
ing of the necessity of determined action against 
law-breakers and enemies of the state in his 
application of martial law and in the procedure 
of political trials. His greater scope of work and 
his responsibility in the Protectorate justify the 
priority of his promotion. 
I agree with this point of view. In my opinion, 
Dr Niisslein has special personal merits, which 
justify his promotion to Senior Prosecutor before 
reaching the age of 35. 

Heil Hitler 


Because of his specially rigorous actions Nuss 
lein was later attached to the State Minister for 
Bohemia and Moravia, who was responsible for the 
acceptance or rejection of petitions for pardon of 
Czechs condemned to death. 

Alone in the years 1943/44, Niisslein was respons- 
ible for the execution of 918 political opponents of 
the Nazi regime in occupied Czechoslovakia. In a 
letter dated April 28th 1944, for instance, Niisslein 
gave directions “‘at once to take the further measures 
against the four persons condemned to death” The 
four in question were the married couples Hadac 
and Resl, who had hidden a person sought by the 
Nazis. The letter further shows that Nisslein was 
also responsible for the official announcement of 


signed M. Bormann’’®6 


the execution of death sentences. He decided what 
was to be published and how it was to be phrased: 


“I ask the publication of the execution in the 
press and by posters to be given the following 
form. 

“On April 28th 1944,..., who were sentenced 
to death by the Special Court attached to the 
German District Court in Prague on April 27th 
1944, have been executed. The condemned per- 
sons had hidden in full awareness of the situa- 
tion an enemy of the Reich wanted by the State 
Police. 

“This press publication is to appear in the Ger- 
man newspapers in the usual manner and in the 
Czech newspapers on the front page in the 
bottom right between bold lines. Please see to 
it that the announcement is published (accura- 
tely!) in the newspapers of April 29th 1944. 


signed Dr Niusslein” 


Niisslein also issued the political instructions for 
the work of the public prosecutors in the Protec- 
torate and supervised their activities. He ensured 
specially close collaboration with the Gestapo. 

In 1945 Niisslein fled from Czechoslovakia to 
West Germany, from where he was extradited in 
1947 on the request of the Czech Government. On 
May 5th 1948, the People’s Court in Prague sen- 
tenced Niisslein to 20 years imprisonment. 

In July 1955, the Czechoslovak Government 
expelled Dr Niisslein and handed him over to the 


West German Government as an unpardoned war 


criminal. 

In West Germany Niisslein was granted all 
advantages afforded to belated prisoners of war and 
was giveti an appointment in the Foreign Office. 


Hand in Glove with Globke and Eichmann 


Hitlerite diplomats also played a decisive part in 
the fascist murder of the Jewish people. That has 
been proved anew in the course of the Eichmann 
trial. Eichmann’s defence counsel, Servatius, decla- 
red that apart from the orders given by Hitler, the 
plans drafted for the extermination of the Jews in 
Europe originated in the Foreign Office, before they 
were put into operation by the SS organisation.®? 

Summing up the part played by the Foreign 
Office in the fascist policy of extermination, the 
final indictment in the Wilhelmstrasse Trial refer- 
red to that “society of murderers Weizsacker (State 
Secretary in the Foreign Office), Wérmann (Head 
of the Political Department in the Foreign Office), 
Luther (Under State Secretary and Head of the 


Germany Department in the Foreign Office) and 
Eichmann’. 

Information on the comprehensive and leading 
participation of the Foreign Office in the extermina- 
tion of the Jews is given mainly in three basic docu- 
ments, which are reproduced in the supplement. 
They prove that the cruel fascist dogma of ‘racial 
inferiority’ of other peoples is nothing more nor 
less than the demand of the German imperialists 
and militarists for complete freedom to exploit and 
suppress other peoples without restriction. 

At the same time, these documents characterise 
the stages of the genocide*) programme of fascism. 

On January 25th 1939, the report 


“The Jewish question as factor in German 
foreign policy in 1938” 


was sent to all diplomatic and consular representa- 
tions of fascist Germany. 

The introduction stresses the close connection 
between the aggressive “Lebensraum policy of 
fascism and the policy of extermination of the Jews. 
The report states: 


“The curing of this disease (Jews, ed.) in the 
bedy of the nation was therefore one of the most 
important conditions for the strenuous efforts 
which achieved unity of the Greater German 
Reich against the will of the world.” 


With such cynical frankness the policy of terror 
and extermination against Jewish citizens was thus 
termed “one of the most important conditions” for 
the annexation of Austria and the carving-up of 
Czechoslovakia then taking place as a result of the 
Munich Agreement. The report called for the liqui- 
dation of all property of Jewish citizens and their 
“emigration”, that is to say imprisonment in ex- 
termination camps. The report states: 


“For Germany, too, the Jewish question will 
not be completely solved when the last Jew has 
left German soil.” 


This is equivalent to the call for the physical 
extermination of the Jewish people in all countries. 
For this reason the propagation of an “anti-Semitic 
wave” in the whole world was described as “‘a task 
of German foreign policy”. 

SS Obersturmbannfiihrer Ehrlinger commented 
on this document of imperialist foreign policy in a 
secret note of the Reich Security Main Office dated 
March 13th 1939: 


*) Genocide = extermination of a race, an expression of Nazi exter- 
mination policy coined by the Nuremberg International Military 
‘Tribunal and incorporated into international law. 
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‘...it is pointed out here that the report cor- 
rectly supports a radical solution of the Jewish 
question through emigration—as has been done 
here for years—but that at the moment it cannot 
yet be considered useful to provoke the Jewish 
question in all European and non-European 
countries, since this would seriously hinder the 
emigration of Jews still living in Germany.’’® 


Although the Foreign Office and the Reich 
Security Main Office worked hand in hand, the 
Foreign Office thought that fascist extermination 
policy was not progressing fast enough. 


The 8-point programme of the Foreign Office 
and the Wannsee Conference 


The next stage of Hitlerite racial policy, the 
transition to the “final solution”, was also prepared 
and put into action with the decisive participation 
of the Foreign Office. Its “wishes and ideas” were 
expressed in the 8-point programme drawn up on 
December 8th 1941, in preparation for the infamous 
Wannsee Conference. This appalling programme 
contains proposals on how to speed up the “com- 
plete solution of the Jewish question in Europe.’”®? 

The final indictment of the Wilhelmstrasse Trial 
has the following to say on the extermination pro- 
gramme: 


“Especially before and during the winter of 
1941/42, the RSHA had forwarded to the lead- 
ing officials of the Foreign Office copies of the 
progress reports; which had been prepared by 
the murderers of thousands of innocent persons— 
men, women and children. In full awareness of 
these facts the Foreign Office presented its plan 
to deport the remaining part of the European 
Jews to the gigantic death camp, into which the 
eastern territories had been turned, thanks to 
the reign of the Einsatzgruppen.”® 


(Translated from the official German version) 


At the Wannsee Conference, which took place 
on January 1st 1942 and in which Eichmann also 
participated, the Foreign Office was represented 
by Under State Secretary Luther. The Foreign 
Office was given the special task of accomplishing 
the extermination of the Jews in the satellite 
countries of Hitlerite Germany: 


‘‘As to the treatment of the ‘final solution’ in the 
European territories occupied and influenced by 
us, it was suggested that the concerned officials 
of the Foreign Office confer with the com- 
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petent officers of the Security Police and the 
Security Service.’9! 


(Translated from the official German version) 


On August 21st 1942, the “Jewish experts” of 
the Foreign Office, Under State Secretary Luther 
and Legation Counsellor Rademacher, reported to 
Ribbentrop in his field headquarters “Feldmark”’ 
on the past “successful” co-operation of the Foreign 
Office with the Reich Security Main Office of the 
SS in the liquidation of the Jews and on suggestions 
for further intensifying the work of annihilation in 
the future. 

This memorandum proves in detail the active 
part played by the Foreign Office in the fascist 
policy of genocide, which was not only directed 
against the peoples of Europe, but also against the 
peoples of other continents. 

The authors and commentators of the Nuremberg 
Racial Laws, Stuckart and Globke, in close col- 
laboration with the fascist Foreign Office, for 
instance, were occupied with the incorporation of 
race-discrimination clauses directed against Afri- 
cans and Asians into the plan for a “peace treaty” 
to be signed by fascist Germany and France. The 
West German magazine “Der Spiegel” reported: 


“The central aim of this plan, which was chiefly 
intended to solve problems falling within the 
competence of Globke, the expert for racial 
questions, was: Jews, Gipsies, Negroes, Mada- 
gascans, Indo-Chinese and even Mulattos were 
to be expelled from Europe and therefore also 
from France as if they were lepers... 

“And this madness of racial purification finally 
finds its expression in the statement: “The 
infiltration of coloured blood into Europe can 
not be tolerated in the future’... 

‘To ‘prevent damage’, the document presents the 
‘following demands’: ‘Under no circumstances 
can it be tolerated that coloured people 
(Negroes, Madagascans, Indo-Chinese, Mulattos) 
come to live permanently in France... 
“Marriages and sexual intercourse between 
coloured people from France or the French 
colonies and Aryans, irrespective of their natio- 
nality, are to be prohibited and made subject to 
penalties both in France and in any colonies left 
to France.”9? 


These are the same demands which led to the 
million-fold murder of Jewish men, women and 
children. If the Hitler regime and the Foreign 
Office had been able to carry out their plans, the 
peoples of Africa and Asia would have suffered the 


same fate. That should not be forgotten, now that 
the diplomats in Bonn are once again trying to 
implement German imperialist aims of colonial 
expansion, this time under the mask of anti- 
colonialism. 


The Krummbibel Conference 


In the cynical “confession” Eichmann sold to the 
American magazine “Life” before his arrest, he 
boasted of being the only head of department in 
the Reich Security Main Office with his own repre- 
sentatives in foreign countries. In close co-operation 
with the Foreign Office, Eichmann actually ran a 
wide network of “experts on Jewish problems” and 
‘‘Aryanisation advisers”. These specialists for the 
“final solution of the Jewish problem” worked with 
the diplomatic representations of Hitlerite Ger- 
many and significantly received their instructions 
from the “Cultural Department’, Berlin, Kur- 
fiirstenstrasse 136, and the Information Depart- 
ment XIV for anti-Jewish actions in foreign 
countries, Wilhelmstrasse 74-76. 

In February and March 1944, this department 
became very active. The deputy chief of department 
and head of Information Office XIV, Ambas- 
sador First Class Schleier, issued instructions on 
February 17th 1944, and February 22nd 1944, for 
a conference of experts on Jewish problems and 
Aryanisation advisors at the beginning of April. 
This conference of the specialists for Jewish pro- 
blems attached to the German diplomatic represen- 
tations in Europe took place on April 3rd and 4th 
1944, in the hotel “Sanssouci’? at Krummhiibel, a 
winter sports resort. The list of participants pro- 
vides ample proof that all important departments 
of the Foreign Office made their contribution 
towards the “final solution of the Jewish problem”. 

Alone the enumeration of the participants in the 
Krummhiibel Conference refutes the legend that 
only Ribbentrop and a close circle of his confidants 
knew and approved of the extermination of the 
Jews. 

At the Krummhiibel Conference Ambassador Six, 
now in a leading position with the West German 
Porsche factory, demanded the “physical extermina- 
tion of eastern Jewry”, so as to deprive “Jewry of 
its biological reserves’. The barbarous fascist policy 
of annihilation should not only be carried out in 
Germany, “the Jewish problem must also be 
brought to a solution on an international scale”. 
Legation Counsellor von Thadden, now director of 
a steel construction firm in Dusseldorf, instructed 
the representatives of the fascist foreign missions to 
carry out the following tasks: 


“1. Suppression of any propaganda, including pro- 
paganda camouflaged as anti-Jewish, which 
might hinder or restrict German executive 
measures. 


2. Preparation of understanding in all countries 
for the executive measures against the Jews. 


3. Regular reports on possibilities to effect sharper 
measures against Jews in the various countries 
through diplomatic channels. 


4. Regular reports on signs of counter-measutes by 
world Jewry so that mines can be laid against 
this in good time.’”9? 


Legation Secretary Dr Kutscher acquainted the 
“Jewish specialists” of the Foreign Office with the 
corresponding “guides and directives” for carrying 
out the ‘final solution” policy. He stated: 


“The Jews are responsible for the war. They 
have driven the peoples into war because they 
are interested in it. “A Jewish victory would 
mean the end of culture (e.g. Soviet Union). 
When Germany fights against the Jews ‘it is not 
doing it for itself alone but for the culture of all 
Europe.’ 


Also present at the Krummhibel Conference 
were an employee of the Information Depart- 
ment XIV, Heusinger, now Consular Secretary 
First Class of the Bonn Foreign Office, and 
Dr Klassen, now employed in the Cultural Depart- 
ment of the Bonn Foreign Office. During the debate 
the latter described the results of his criminal acti- 
vities for the “solution of the Jewish problem” in 
France. On this, the minutes of the conference 
state: 


“Jews have disappeared from public offices. An 
anti-Jewish exhibition had been a great success. 
A few anti-Semitic films had had a frightening 
effect. Films must therefore be made more 
use of”’.% 


These basic documents were mentioned in the 
Nuremberg trials of major war criminals before the 
American Military Tribunal IV. They prove to 
what great extent the officials of the fascist Foreign 
Office participated in the policy of extermination 
of the Jews, which violated all principles of inter- 
national law and humanity. 

Furthermore the documents prove that the actions 
of the diplomats of German imperialism to help 
bring about the “final solution” not only took the 
form of rendering assistance, but also of active 
patticipation. This can be confirmed by further 
original documents. 
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The authentic material available confirms that 
nearly every official of the fascist Foreign Office 
was informed about the policy of extermination of 
the Jews, approved of it, rendered active assistance 
and co-ordinated its implementation. The material 
proves that the consent or approval of the Foreign 
Office had to be given before actions against Jews 
could be started in foreign countries, and what is 
more, that the Foreign Office itself initiated actions 
for the extermination of Jews. This is shown, for 
instance, by the above report submitted on August 
27th 1942 by Under State Secretary Luther. It states: 


“In the conference on January 20th 1942 I de- 
manded that all questions concerned with coun- 
tries outside Germany must first have the agree- 
ment of the Foreign Office, a demand to which 
Major-General Heydrich agreed and also has 
faithfully complied with; in fact, the Office of 
the Reich Security Main Office handling Jewish 
matters has from the beginning carried out all 
measures in frictionless co-operation with the 
Foreign Office.’ 


From the large number of documents which prove 
the guilt of the Foreign Office, the following 
examples may be cited: On December 10th 1941, 
Legation Secretary von Hahn submitted notes “on 
the contents of the first 5 reports on activities and 
general situation in the USSR by the Eznsatzgruppen 
and SD groups there’. The notes state: 


“There are reports from separate special com- 
mandos in the period under review of an average 
of 70 to 80 thousand—Radomychl over 11 thou- 
sand-Jews being liquidated. A more exact 
picture of the number of Jews liquidated in all 
three Reich Commissariats cannot be obtained 
from these reports.’’9” 


It was established by the prosecution in the Wil- 
helmstrasse trial that more than 20 officials of the 
Foreign Office regularly received such “success 
repotts.”’ 

However, a great many fascist diplomats gained 
their knowledge of the fascist extermination policy 
not only through reports, but also by way of their 
own observations in concentration camps and 
ghettos. The fascist diplomats did not simply visit 
these places of cruel mass murder. Together with 
Globke, for instance, they played a leading part in 
compiling the fascist laws for Jews in Slovakia, thus 
supplying Eichmann and his hangmen with innocent 
victims. 
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On March 11th 1942, Eichmann asked the 
Foreign Office for their consent to the deportation 
of further French Jews to Auschwitz Concentration 
Camp. 

Without delay the Foreign Office replied by 
express letter: 


“No objections on part of Foreign Office to 
planned shifting of 6,000 Jews of French natio- 
nality or stateless Jews to Auschwitz Concentra- 
tion Camp (Upper Silesia). No objections voiced 
by German Embassy in Paris.’ 


On June 27th 1942, Legation Counsellor 
Dr Zeitschel reported the imminent deportation 
of 50,000 Jews from France. 

Dr Hans Schwarzmann, now Senior Legation 
Counsellor First Class of the West German Foreign 
Office, took an active part in the deportation of 
Jews and of French civilian labourers. He was 
liaison officer to the infamous fascist Ambassador 
in Paris, Abetz, in Ribbentrop’s Nazi Foreign 
Office. Numerous murder and deportation orders 
passed through his hands. 

Thus Dr Schwarzmann passed on to Ribbentrop 
Abetz’ proposal for the murder of the French 
ministers Léon Blum, Mandel and Reynaud. 

Bargen, today West German Ambassador, repor- 
ted to the Foreign Office on November 11th 1942: 


“On the basis of the Decree for Jews issued by 
the military commander on October 28th 1940, 
about 42,000 men and women (over 16 years of 
age) have registered. Of these, 38,000 were not 
of Belgian nationality. In all, 52,000 to 55,000 
Jews may have lived in Belgium, including the 
children, who are not registered. Of these, 
15,000 men, women and children have been 
deported to the east. Further transports will 
leave Belgium shortly. Among those deported, 
there are stateless persons, former Germans, 
Czechs, Poles, Dutch, Roumanians, Greeks, 
Slovaks, Russians, Norwegians, Croatians, and 
nationals of Luxembourg and the three 
Baltic states. Furthermore there are also some 
Belgians who are being deported because they 
did not wear the Jewish star in public. 

“First the persons to be deported were sent an 
‘order for labour service’ on the “concentration 
of Jews’. However, as these orders for labour 
service were no longer followed after some time, 
due to the rumours about the extermination of 
the Jews and the like, the Jews were rounded in 
by raids and individual actions.” 


Dr Gerhard Stahlberg, today West German Con- 
sul-General in Mcntreal, is also gravely incriminated 


by his active participation in the policy of exter- 
mination of the Jews. As an official in the legal 
department of the fascist Foreign Office he com- 
piled legal opinions on the means and methods to 
be used to bring the so-called anti-Comintern 
countries to support the anti-Jewish policy of 
Hitlerite Germany. 

On September 24th 1942 the Foreign Office 
issued instructions... “to speed as much as possible 
the evacuation of Jews from the various countries 
of Europe...” 

The fascist Embassies were instructed... “now 
to contact the Governments of Bulgaria, Hungary 
and Denmark, with the object of obtaining the 
evacuation of the Jews from these countries.’ 

In accordance with these instructions, the Ger- 
man Legation in Budapest increased the pressure 
on the Hungarian Government to pass anti-Jewish 
laws on the lines of the infamous Nuremberg laws. 
A decisive part in this was played by the present 
West German Ambassador in Stockholm, Dr Karl 
Werkmeister. From 1940 to 1944 Dr Werkmeister 
was Legation Counsellor First Class in Budapest. 

Pal Sebastyén, who was a leading official in the 
legal department of the Hungarian Foreign Ministry 
until 1944, made the following statement about 
Dr Karl Werkmeister and his criminal activities in 
Hungary: 

‘As Counsellor of the German Legation Werk- 
meister was to my knowledge under the 
Envoy Erdmannsdorff and also under his 
successors, the Envoys Jagow and Veesen- 
mayer, the senior official at the Budapest 
Legation, who always acted as deputy of the 
respective Envoy. Among the officials of 
the Foreign Ministry, the activity of Werk- 
meister was often the subject of conversations. 
It was a secret to nobody, that Werkmeister 
was the exponent and agent of Hitler’s National 
Socialist Party “in the Legation, feared not only 
by the officials of the Legation, but even by 
the Envoys. Under these circumstances there 
can be not doubt, and nobody ever doubted it 
at the time, that Werkmeister played a decisive 
part in the political activities of the Legation. 
It was generally known, that, parallel to the 
official diplomatic actions, where naturally the 
Envoy negotiated with the Foreign Minister or 
Prime Minister, all secret political actions of 
the Legation were in the hands of Werkmeister. 
Werkmeister directed these actions. He was in 
close contact with the extreme right wing of 
Hungary’s fascist circles, with Szalasi, Jaross, 
Reményi-Schneller. 


“The guidance of the Hungarian Germans was 
also in his hands. Based on my own experience 
and the political information at that time, Werk- 
meister fulfilled all his tasks in Hitler’s spirit, 
with great zeal and cunning. Against sometimes 
decent-minded Envoys he was the evil spirit 
of the Legation. When I think back to the 
events and what I heard at that time, then it is 
certain, that Werkmeister played a special part 
in the period before the German occupation 
and in preparing the seizure of power by the 
Arrow Cross gang. Undoubtedly he continued 
to play an important part when the Germans 
went over to direct actions, simply excluding 
the Foreign Ministry. Due to his long residence 
in Hungary and the experience he had gained 
there, he was able to give valuable hints and 
assistance to the bodies directly entrusted with 
the actions.’’100 


A statement made by Ghyczy, former Hungarian 
Foreign Minister, shows that Werkmeister behaved 
as if he were the boss in Hungary. He interfered 
with Hungary’s internal affairs and even with 
Hungarian legislation in a most insolent manner. 
There was one such instance in February 1942. 
Because of this the Hungarian Prime Minister was 
in 1942 forced to make a formal request that Werk- 
meister be withdrawn. 

At the end of 1941, Dr Werkmeister widened 
and intensified his connections with the most 
extreme fascist circles of Hungary. Hungarian gene- 
rals and officers were encouraged to pogroms and 
massacres, and the results were soon to be seen. 
A terrible massacre was perpetrated at Ujvidek 
(Neusatz) in January 1942, in which more than 
13,000 Serbian and Jewish men, women and 
children were murdered. 

Werkmeister knew of this massacre, but he 
attempted to play it down. This is proved by a 
telegram marked “For State Secretary personally”, 
in which Werkmeister reports on a conversation 
which he had with the Hungarian Colonel-General 
Sombathely: 


“The Chief of General Staff became very serious 
and stated that what had happened in Ujvidek 
was a national tragedy. He was ashamed to have 
to admit that shocking things had happened 
there. Many women and children had been 
murdered and a great deal of plundering had 
gone on.” /04 


The aims and background of this crime against 
humanity are absolutely clear. The German fascists 
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were using it to pave the way for the implementa- 
tion of their barbarous policy of extermination 
against the Jews. This crime was therefore to be 
covered up and justified by the fascists with the lie 
of “attempted murders and acts of sabotage by the 
Jews’. 

To prevent this lie from being disproved, the 
murderers of Ujvidek and the Germans behind 
them had to be protected. 

Dr Werkmeister regarded this as his task. He 
solved it with success. The bringing to trial of the 
Hungarian fascists, who were mainly responsible 
for this crime, Field Marshal Lieutenant Feke- 
chalmy-Czeydner, Major General Grassay, Police 
Colonel Deak and Police Captain Dr Zoeldi, was 
temporarily prevented. But this success was not to 
last long. At the end of 1943, as the military defeat 
of Nazi Germany became more evident from day 
to day, and the Hungarian Government circles began 
to fear the consequences of their unholy alliance 
with Hitlerite Germany, they found themselves 
forced to reopen the proceedings in a court-martial. 

Again Dr Werkmeister became active to prevent 
the traces of the crime leading to the German 
Legation from being uncovered. When he realised 
in January 1944 that it was no longer possible to 
prevent the trial from being held, Dr Werkmeister, 
together with the Gestapo, organized the escape of 
the murderers of Ujvidek. They were brought to 
Germany in a car provided by the German 
Legaticn. 

Dr Werkmeister cabled to Berlin: 


“Military attaché just reported, had received as 
secret command matter teletype message from 


his command that Field Marshall Lieutenant , 


Czeydner, Major-General Grassay and Colonel 
Deak crossed German frontier yesterday 
morning according to Vienna counter-intelli- 
gence station and taken over by Secret State 
Police. The latter had requested “no publicity 
for the affair’ and stated the officers were 
guests of Reich Fuebrer.”’!02 


These documents prove that Werkmeister worked 
hand in glove with the murderers of thousands of 
innocent men, women and children. He covered up 
their crimes. He did everything to prevent their just 
punishment. When that was no longer possible, he 
helped them to escape. In order to be able to cover 
up the active role of the Legation in this too, he 
asked Berlin for instructions as to any official state- 
ments to be made. 

Werkmeister’s telegram continues: 


“Hungarian official office will doubtlessly 
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assume that military attaché knew of intended 
crossing of frontier by above officers, that per- 
haps even the Legation had a hand in it. 

“Request speedy telegram with instructions as to 
attitude. Until this arrives, in the event the 
affair is mentioned officially, shall state I know 
nothing and if advisable suggest that persons 
involved, if frontier crossing true, may have 
been guided by idea that they had stiff sentence 
to expect and wanted to evade this by flight.”1% 


On January 19th 1944 Dr Werkmeister received 
his instructions. They came directly from Hitler. 
Ambassador Hewel’s “Note for the Reich Foreign 


Minister” states: 


“On the report of Legation Counsellor Werk- 
meister from Budapest regarding the escape of 
Field Marshal Lieutenant Czeydner retired and 
other Hungarian officers to Germany, the Fibrer 
stated the following: If the Hungarians ask 
about the flight of the officers, one should tell 
them something like this: 

“We cannot believe the assertions that thousands 
of women and children have been murdered, as 
we know the Honveds, who would never com- 
mit such atrocities. This seems to be a typical 
Jewish affair and Jewish exaggeration of the 
happenings. Moreover, everyone in Europe must 
know that Germany will grant asylum to any 
persons, who flee to Germany because they are 
accused of persecuting Jews. Anyone who fought 
against the Jewish plague in Europe was on our 
side... .”7104 


Dr Werkmeister played a special part in prepar- 
ing for the occupation of Hungary by Hitler’s army. 
On March 19th 1944 Hungary was occupied. 
Veesenmayet arrived in Budapest as Hitler’s 
Envoy and Plenipotentiary. With him came Eich- 
mann and the escaped murderers of Ujvidek. 
They came in the murderous uniform of the SS. 
A new stage of fascist poliy began-the “final solu- 
tion” of the Jewish problem in Hungary. Werk- 
meister had been active in its preparation. For his 
“merits” he was appointed to a post in the Foreign 
Office in Berlin. In June 1944 he became head of 
the subdivision “Pol IV B/Slovakia, Hungary, 
Roumania, Bulgaria, Greece, Albania, Montenegro, 
Croatia, Serbia’. 

From this key position in Berlin, Werkmeister 
now directed and organized the fascist extermina- 
tion policy in Hungary, which was carried out with 
the utmost cruelty, in spite of official protests by 
Sweden and Switzerland. 


Dr Gerhard Feine, post-war West German 
Ambassador in Denmark, and the West German 
Censul-General in Sydney, Brunhoff, were also 
implicated in the implementation of the barbarous 
extermination policy against the Jews. That is pro- 
ved by the protocol of the interrogation of Veesen- 
mayer on August 20th 1947, which runs as follows: 


Question: Herr Feine was present here at our last 
conversation. Please tell us: why did you keep 
all these terrible Jewish affairs so very secret 
from Herr Feine? 

Answer: But he knew, what I knew also. Nothing 
was kept secret. That is technically unthinkable. 

Question: Was he informed, as you were, and did 
he participate as you did, in having the people 
deported? 

Answer: The matter was not in my hands. 

Question: You participated, and I want to know 
whether Herr Feine participated? 

Answer: I was the superior, he can only have parti- 
cipated in an indirect sense. 

Question: Did you inform him? I want to know the 
truth. 

Answer: An example: I introduced the so-called 
morning service. I was. new and had a great lot 
of work to do, and it was not possible for me to 
speak to each of the officials alone. Besides, 
I had thought it over, I was.a newcomer, had 
never been a civil servant, I held it for the best, 
all members of the staff came to me at 9 o'clock, 
I spoke about the military situation, each of the 
officials reported on his matters. 

Question: Let us take the evacuation of the Jews 
to the East. Did Herr Feine know that? 

Answer: Why, every child knew that deportations 
were being carried out in Budapest. 

Question: Did Herr Feine know that they were 
being deported under terrible circumstances? 
Answer: I don’t believe so. We only heard of it 

later. 

Question: About when, in which month? 

Answer: Towards the end of the deportations, 
when protests came in. 

Question: Did he know, that it was the task of the 
Legation to put pressure on the Hungarian 
Government to carry out the anti-Jewish pro- 
gramme as it was wished in Berlin? 

Answer: He knew the instructions which I received. 

Question: Did he know the steps which you had to 
take? 

Answer: Not in detail. 

Question: In general? 

Answer: He must have known. 


Question: Did he know that steps were successful, 
that the people were being deported? 

Answer: I did not conduct the first negotioations 
for these questions. 

Question: Did he know, that the continuation... 

Answer: He knew the figures about the deporta- 
tions like many others, each month a figure 
came through on the deportations, it came offi- 
cially, it was circulated and was mentioned in 
the morning service. 

Question: Who else took part in the morning 
setvice? 

Answer: The military attaché. 

Question: Who was that? 

Answer: General von Greiffenberg. 

Question: Where is he now? 

Answer: I don’t know. 

Question: Who from the Legation? 

Answer: Herr Feine. 

Question: Who else? 

Answer: The press attaché. 

Question: Who was that? 

Answer: Legation Counsellor Brunhoff.”1 
(Translated from the official German version) 


How closely the fascist Foreign Office collabora- 
ted with such criminal organisations as the Security 
Service and the Gestapo in the implementation of 
this indescribably cruel extermination policy, is 
shown by an express letter from the Chief of the 
Security Police and the SD dated September 23rd 
1943, which states: 


“In agreement with the Foreign Office, all Jews 
left in the German sphere of influence after the 
conclusion of the so-called bringing-home action, 


who have the nationality of the countries listed as 
follows 


1. Italy 6. Sweden 

2. Switzerland 7. Finland 
3. Spain 8. Hungary 
4. Portugal 9. Roumania 
5. Denmark 10. Turkey 


may now be included in the deportation 
measures.” 106 


The close co-operation of the Hitlerite diplomats 
with Himmler’s SS murderers is proved by a tele- 
gram of Dr Weber, today a West German 
Ambassador. 

On October 2nd 1941, Dr Weber cabled from 
Ribbentrop’s special train to the Foreign Office: 


“In connection with the telegram from Belgrade 
No. 701 at D III of September 28th, referring

to the deportation of Jews from Serbia, the 
Foreign Minister wishes that the Reich Leader 
of the SS be contacted at once on the question 
whether the SS can also take over 8,000 Jews, 
to bring them to eastern Poland or somewhere 
else,’’107 


What is to be understood under “taking over’ or 
‘bringing somewhere’, is shown by the “Notes on 
the results of my official visit to Belgrade” written 
by the Nazi diplomat Rademacher. This report 
states: 


“The first talk with Envoy Benzler and State 
Counsellor Turner at the office of the Military 
Commandant for Serbia revealed that 2,000 of 
these Jews... had already been shot.” 


Another passage of these notes states: 


‘Male Jews are to be shot by the end of this 
week, so that the problem mentioned in the 
Legation repert will be settled.” 1% 


A further Nazi diplomat who participated acti- 
vely in the “final solution” of the Jewish problem 
was Dr Mohr, today West German Ambassador in 
Switzerland. 

In the course of the fascist genocide programme 
in the Netherlands, the deportations to the fascist 
extermination camps began in Amsterdam on 
February 22nd 1941. About 400 innocent persons 
were dragged by the fascists from apartments and 
shops, driven with rifle butts to the Jonas-Daniel- 
Meijer-Plein and deported. The population of 
Amsterdam answered this crime with a general 
strike. With the utmost brutality the fascists restored 
“peace and order.” 

Dr Mohr reported about this to Berlin on 
February 26th 1941: 


“The reason for the deportation of 400 Jews 
from Amsterdam to Germany was not only the 
assaulting of a Dutch WA man, but also the fact 
that a German patrol was sprayed with poison 
in the Jewish quarter of Amsterdam. 

“The strike which has broken out in Amsterdam 
is in close connection with the deportation of 
these Jews. Obviously, it is a strike of sym- 
pathy inspired by Communist circles. 

“It has not come to a complete general strike in 
Amsterdam. The gas and electricity works have 
been occupied and are working. On the other 
hand the tram service has been stopped, 
whereby the public intervened in favour of the 
strike. The strike has also stopped other work, 
such as street cleaning, warehouses, etc. The

General Commissioner for Security Matters has 
issued an appeal to the population giving the 
reasons for the deportation of the Jews, further- 
more sharp security measures such as curfew 
have been imposed. Nothing about the incidents 
is being published in the Dutch press and 
radio,’’109 


Document volume GO B of the Wilhelmstrasse 
Trial shows “that just at the time when Mohr was 
his Legation Counsellor, Envoy Bene was occupied 
almost exclusively with the problem of deportation 
of the Jews.” 

Dr Mohr reported to Berlin on June 25th 1943 
“that of the 140,000 full Jews originally registered 
in the Netherlands, the 100,000th Jew had now been 
removed from the body of the nation. That means 
that in 11 menths the de-Judaisation of the Nether- 
lands has been by almost three-quarters solved.’’!!0 

The present West German Ambassador in Rome, 
Dr Klaiber, participated in a particularly horrible 
mass murder of Jewish men, women, and children. 

At the end of 1941, the Nazi occupation authori- 
ties in Roumania allowed Jewish refugees from the 
Balkan countries to charter an old ship, the 
“Struma”, in order to emigrate to Palestine. This 
was no act of kindness, but rather a cunning 
espionage enterprise of the “Third Reich.” 

The fascist secret service under Admiral Canaris 
at that time wanted to send its agents to the Near 
East, which was under British rule. The “Struma”, 
which sailed under the flag of Panama was inten- 
ded to cover the infiltration by the agents, who had 
been smuggled in among the passengers. 

As the British secret service had received 
information about the German sabotage plans, the 
British Government denied permission for the ship 
to sail to Palestine. Papen, at that time Ambassador 
in Ankara, received instructions from Berlin “to do 
away with the embarrassing affair’, or in other 
words, to sink the “Struma”. 

Klaiber, at that time Legation Counsellor in 
Ankara, conducted secret negotiations with the 
Police Chief of Istanbul, Achmed Demir, and fixed 
the exact day and hour for the sailing of the 
“Struma”. He induced the Turkish authorities to 
declare that the ship must leave the harbour. On 
February 23rd 1942 the “Struma” was ferced to 
sail again into the Black Sea. 

Klaiber prevailed upon the Turkish authorities 
to let the sailing from Istanbul take place after 
sunset, and to arrange that there were no Turkish 
coastguard ships and police in the vicinity of the 
place chosen for the action. At the mouth of the 


Bosphorus a German speedboat sank the Jewish 
emigrant ship with a few shells. Despite all secu- 
rity measures, the action which had been so care- 
fully planned and cold-bloodedly carried out did 
not remain secret. Through the carelessness of the 
Turkish police chief, two Turkish fishing boats 
witnessed this crime. They saved the sole survivor 
of the ship. 

The protocols of the statements by the Turkish 
fishermen are buried in the safe of the Police Chief 
of Istanbul, and the diplomatic documents which 
prove the guilt of Papen and Klaiber for this mass 
murder are in the secret files of the Turkish Foreign 
Ministry in Ankara. Other documentary evidence 
shows that the Nazi Ambassador Franz von Papen 
and the then Legation Counsellor Dr Manfred 
Klaiber forced Jews and their relatives to work as 
agents. 


Racial Discrimination—an Integral Part of 
Boni's Diplomacy 


In view of the active part played today by the 
Nazi diplomats in the implementation of West 
German policy, which threatens peace and the 
safety of the nations, these documents are more 
significant than ever before. 

In West Germany the anti-humanist ideology of 
anti-Semitism, of nationalistic arrogance and of 
racial hate are, step by step, gaining a new and 
dangerous importance. As in the period of Hitler 
fascism, the policy of racial discrimination serves 
the preparation of wars of aggression. 

The representatives of the West German Foreign 
Office participate decisively in the implementation 
of this policy. The West German Foreign Minister, 
von Brentano, in March 1960 declated his solidarity 
with the inhuman Apartheid policy of the Verwoerd 
Government by condemning the appeal of the West 
German trade unions to boycott South African 
goods, and by assuring the Ambassador of the 
Union of South Africa in Bonn of his express regret. 
The West German Ambassador von Granow, until 
recently in the Union of South Africa, was, during 
the Second World War, entrusted with the “politi- 
cal preparation of the German advance into the 
Arab region and after completed occupation” with 
the “implementation of German policy on the spot”’ 
in the so-called Grobba Staff. He recently glorified 
Apartheid policy in these words: 


“.. the good and strong intention of the (South 
African, ed.) Government to find a satisfactory 
and just solution for the so uniquely complicated 


problems connected with the relationship be- 
tween the different populations in this country, 
should advance and strengthen confidence be- 
tween (West) Germany and South Africa.” 

(Industriekurier, Disseldorf, May 19th 1960) 


The present West German Chargé d’Affaires in 
the Union of South Africa, Brickner, also expressly 
confirmed that nothing has changed in the positive 
approach of the Federal Government to South 
African racial policy. (“Der Tag”, West Berlin, 
April 13th 1961). 

In an interview with “Neue Rheinzeitung’’ on his 
impressions during the debate of the 15th UN 
General Assembly, Knappstein, West German 
Special Envoy to the UN, said: 


“T sat in the guest box... not in the plenum of 
the assembly, and I must say honestly that I was 
somewhat depressed, when all the delegations 
from the Negro states entered, states which have 
no history, but which were represented here and 
had the right to vote.” 


This remark expresses the whole racial arrogance 
of the West German diplomats. The young sovereign 
states of Africa and Asia can look back upon old 
cultural traditions. By their national struggle for 
liberation, which was rewarded by the achievement 
of political independence, these nations have written 
a glorious new chapter of history, despite to the 
slanderous statement of Herr Knappstein. 

These statements of leading West German diplo- 
mats prove that West German diplomacy is gover- 
ned by the spirit of racial hate. 

To what extent this unholy spirit has already 
become a part of West German everyday life is 
proved by the fact that according to official West 
German publications, 833 fascist and anti-Semitic 
excesses took place alone in the period from De- 
cember 1959 till February 15th 1960. Students 
from the countries of Africa and Asia, in particular, 
are subjected to discrimination in the German 
Federal Republic. 

At a meeting of the “African Students Union”, 
held in Munich in February 1959, a representative 
of African students declared that “something like 
the spirit of Little Rock can often be experienced” 
in West Germany, too. 


He stated: 
“Sometimes we feel like lepers, and it needs a 
great deal of patience and self-control to stand 
for all these baseless and stupid insults without 
resistance.” 
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The West German newspaper “Die Welt’ repor- 
ted on February 6th 1960: 


“Tt happens in the streets of the Federal Repu- 


blic that Africans are called ‘Nigger’, that they 
are refused the right to enter restaurants, that 
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people refuse to sit next to them in the tram, 
that mothers forbid their daughters to go to the 
cinema together with a coloured student. Hotel- 
keepers close their doors in the face of coloured 
people, professors term Negroes second-class 
beings in their lectures.” 


Conclusion 


Hitler and his Foreign Minister Ribbentrop are 
dead. They ended on the garbage heap of history. 
But their evil spirit lives on, their policy of war and 
revenge is being continued in West Germany as if 
there had never been any 8th of May, 1945. The 
rulers of the West German state are treading in the 
footsteps of Hitler and Ribbentrop. They are carry- 
ing out the plans and the aims left as a testament 
by Hitlerite Germany. 

The entrance to the Foreign Office in Bonn is no 
longer adorned with the symbol of Hitler Germany, 
the eagle with the swastika, but only with the 
Federal eagle. But now, as in the past, the eagle is 
the symbol of those imperialist circles who want to 
turn back the clock of history, and who demand 
revenge for two world wars lost by German 
imperialism. 

Sixteen years after the end of the Second World 
War, Ribbentrop’s former staff, together with the 
Bonn War Ministry, is feverishly engaged in pre- 
paring new military adventures. 

The Nazi diplomats in Bonn are amongst the 
most outspoken exponents of the aggressive plans 
of German imperialism and militarism, which are 
directed against the GDR and other socialist 
countries. They support and preach the spirit of 
revenge and anti-Communism, which has again 
become state policy in West Germany, as it 
was under Hitler and Ribbentrop. Misusing the 
slogan of “‘self-determination”, they are attempting 
anew to carry out the aggressive plans of German 
imperialism. 

All proposals made by the socialist countries for 
the peaceful settlement of disputed international 
issues, for negotiations on the conclusion of a Ger- 
man peace treaty, cause panic in the Foreign Office 
in Bonn, for the Nazi diplomats fear international 
détente and the consolidation of peace. 

“No negotiations, no agreements, conclude 
nuclear armament as quickly as possible’’—that is 
the anti-peace policy of German imperialism. 

Under the flag of NATO, which the West Ger- 
man imperialists make increasingly subservient to 
their own interests, and utilizing the so-called 
policy of integration, the Nazi diplomats are trying, 


by hook or by crook, to achieve unrestricted sup- 
remacy for German imperialism and militarism in 
Western Europe. 

Today, as in the past, the Nazi diplomats in Bonn 
are making every effort to implement the policy of 
total armament. Every step taken by War Minister 
Strauss for the nuclear armament of West Germany 
finds their full support, means for them a “happy 
day”, as Paul Seabury put it. 

The experts of Hitlerite colonialist policy, who 
drafted the plans for conquering large parts of 
Africa and Asia, are today attempting to carry out 
German imperialism’s old plans of colonial expan- 
sion, this time in the disguise of anti-colonialism. 

To this end they are again employing the methods 
of blackmail, of falsification and lies, the policy of 
ultimatums and non-observation of international 
treaties and agreements. All this goes to show that 
the ruling circles in West Germany still adhere to 
the traditions of imperialist policy, although to a 
certain extent they employ new methods. 

Not only the socialist states, but also the states 
in Western, Northern and Southern Europe are 
threatened by the revanchist and neo-colonialist 
policy of German imperialism. At the same time 
this policy is directed against the struggle for libera- 
tion of the nations in Asia, Africa and Latin 
America. 

Although this policy brings great dangers for the 
peace and security of all peoples, it is none the less 
hopeless and condemned to failure. The rulers of 
West Germany and their Nazi diplomats will have 
to learn that we are living in 1961 and not in 1939. 
In view of the great changes which have taken place 
and are still in progress in the international balance 
of forces, and also in the balance of forces in Ger- 
many, in favour of socialism and democracy, the 
conditions are such as to restrain the German mili- 
tarists and revenge-seekers and to frustrate their 
aggressive plans. 

This task must be solved in the interest of peace 
and a prosperous future for humanity. There can be 
no doubt that it will be solved successfully, if the 
peace-loving peoples unite and multiply their efforts 
for the preservation and consolidation of peace. 
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The conclusion of a German peace treaty is of 
special importance in the struggle for peace and 
security for the peoples. 

The conclusion of a German peace treaty and, on 
this basis, the normalization of the situation in 
West Berlin by granting it the status of a demili- 
tarised, neutral Free City, are problems which must 
be solved. This is necessary in order to eliminate the 
danger of war emanating from the policy of the 
militarists and revanchists who dominate West 
Germany, to liquidate the remnants of the Second 
World War and to consolidate peace in Germany 
and in Europe. 

These problems will be solved. The peace 
treaty will come, even if the Governments of the 
Western Powers and the West German Government 
should continue their policy of sabotage against the 
conclusion of a peace treaty with both German 
States. Such a treaty will then be concluded be- 
tween the GDR and those countries of the Anti- 
Hitler Coalition which are prepared to do so. In the 
19th session of the People’s Chamber of the German 
Democratic Republic, Dr Lothar Bolz, Deputy 
Chairman of the Council of Ministers and Foreign 
Minister of the GDR, declared: 


“The peace treaty with our Republic will be a 
serious defeat for Adenauer’s policy of strength; 
it will make clear that all plans for the conquest 
of our Republic, the bulwark of peace on German 
soil, are condemned to failure; it will strengthen 
the authority of cur Republic and show a policy 
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to be absurd which claims to be able to force the 
Soviet Union by means of military threats, to 
name a ‘price’ for the German Democratic 
Republic, that is to say to agree to the subjection 
of the entire German people to the rule of Ger- 
man militarism. 

“The peace treaty with the German Democratic 
Republic will bring the normalisation of the 
situation in Germany and will prove that the 
German Democratic Republic threatens nobody, 
especially not West Berlin, that on the contrary 
the population of West Berlin will have the full 
democratic freedom of decision on their own 
internal affairs as well as their external connec- 
tions. 

“The normalisation of the situation by the con- 
clusion of a peace treaty with the German 
Democratic Republic will make it more difficult 
for Adenauer to disguise NATO as a defensive 
alliance and to employ it for his purposes. It 
will put the question to all peoples as to why 
NATO troops are necessary in West Germany. 
Thus it will be easier for the peoples to see 
through Adenauet’s foul game. That will serve 
peace in Europe. 

“With the peace treaty, the danger to peace 
emanating from the abnormal situation in West 
Berlin must and will be brought to an end. It 
would be irresponsible to wait until the West 
German militarists implement their plans and 
use West Berlin to cause an explosion the con- 
sequences of which cannot be contemplated.”

The gentlemen named in the accompanying list took part in the conference. 

The Reich Minister stressed at the outset the necessity of maintaining strict secrecy 
about the conference, then, referring to the directives which the Fuehrer delivered 
personally to Konrad Henlein last afternoon, he stressed that 
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there were two main questions which were of importance for the policy of the Sudeten 
German Party: 

1) Sudeten Germandom must know that 75 million people stood behind it who would 
not permit further suppression of the Sudeten Germans by the Czechoslovak 
Government. 

2) It was the business of the Sudeten German Party to make to the Czechoslovak 
Government those demands the fulfilment of which it considered necessary in 
order to achieve the desired freedoms. 


The Reich Minister said that it could not be the business of the Reich Government to 
give detailed suggestions to Konrad Henlein, who was the expressly recognised leader 
—repeatedly confirmed by the Fuehrer-

to assure the Sudeten Germans full freedom. It appeared dangerous to accede prematurely 
to concessions by the Czechoslovak Government, which on the one hand could arouse the 
impression abroad that a solution had been found, and on the other hand would only 
partially satisfy the Sudeten Germans themselves. Caution was desirable especially because 
according to previous experience no faith could be placed in assurances by Benes and 
Hodza. 

In the final analysis the aim of the Sudeten German Party in the negotiations to be 
carried on with the Czechoslovak Government was to avoid entry into the Government 
through the volume and gradually increasing detail of the demands to be made. 

It must be made perfectly clear during the negotiations that only the Sudeten German 
Party was the negotiating partner with the Czechoslovak Government, and not the Reich 
Government. The Reich Government would on its part have to refuse....

Dr Neumann: described the present situation in the Memel region, at the request of the 
Reich Minister. Since the annulment of the state of war such a powerful movement 
had arisen in the Memel region demanding the re-incorporation of the region into 
the Reich, and it had made such extraordinary progress, that it appeared hardly 
possible to check it now. Replying to the Reich Minister’s question as to whether, 
by exerting his entire authority, Dr Neumann could keep this movement within 
disciplined bounds, Dr Neumann replied in the negative. He said amongst other 
things that when the Provincial Diet met after the elections on December 11th 
the Memel German members would certainly refuse to take the oath of allegiance 
to the Lithuanian Constitution and that he was not in a position to hinder this. 
In reply to the Reich Foreign Minister’s question as to whether the Lithuanians 
would be prepared to evacuate the region as a result of our strong diplomatic 
pressure only, Dr Neumann replied in the negative. 


Consul-General von Saucken: confirmed the correctness of these statements.

Vice-Consul von Grolman, German Consulate-General Danzig, has just reported the 
following by telephone: 

Early this morning an incident occurred on the Danzig-Polish frontier near Postelau 
(Danzig southern frontier) in which a Polish customs official was shot by a Danzig frontier 
customs official. The Danzig customs official had proceeded along the frontier on Danzig 
territory and had suddenly seen a Polish customs official on the other side of the frontier 
approaching on a bicycle. The Polish official jumped off his bicycle, lay down, aimed his 
rifle at the Danzig official and cocked it. As a result of this threat the Danzig official 
immediately unslung his rifle and shot the Polish official. 

The investigation immediately initiated by the Danzig police presidium confirmed the 
correctness of the above statement of the facts by the Danzig official. 

The Polish diplomatic representation in Danzig was informed of the incident imme- 
diately. A reply from the Polish representation, which up to then had not been informed, 
is not yet available.

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Statement under Oath 


I, Dr Friedrich Gaus, in 1940 Ministerial Director and Chief of the Legal Department 
of the German Foreign Office with the rank of Under-Secretary of State, state under oath 
herewith, after being reminded that I render myself liable to punishment if I make a false 
statement, of my own free will and without force or threat the following: 

In the months preceding the attacks on Holland, Belgium and Luxembourg which 
began on May 10th 1940, it was known generally amongst leading officials in the German 
Foreign Office, to whom I myself, Weizsaecker and Woermann belonged, that this invasion 
was to take place. This knowledge resulted from the facts presented below, which extended 
over the period from late autumn 1939 to the day of the invasion: 

1. I knew and it was generally known in the Foreign Office, that in November 1939 
the joint offer of the Belgian and Dutch Governments to mediate in the conflict between 
Germany and the Western Powers had been rejected by the German Foreign Office. 

2. It was generally known in the Foreign Office from late autumn and throughout the 
winter months that German troops in great strength were concentrated on the Dutch and 
Belgian frontiers. 

3. Liaison between the German Foreign Office and the OKW. 

During the entire period preceding the invasion the Foreign Office had the closest 
contact with the military authorities. Heyden-Rynsch, the liaison man between the Foreign 
Office and the OKW, reported to State Secretary von Weizsaecker regularly. I often saw 
him in Weizsaecker’s office and knew that he worked very closely with the OKW. 

4, The “Venlo Incident’. 

In November 1939 the German press published a semi-official account of 
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DOCUMENT NO. NG - 3945 
(CONT'D) 
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the “Venlo Incident’. It was reported that two British Secret Service agents who had 
tried to instigate a revolution in Germany were enticed by members of the SD in Holland 
to enter Germany and there

arrested immediately. 

Shortly after Christmas 1939 Ribbentrop informed me that extensive material on Dutch 
and Belgian violation of neutrality had been placed in the hands of the Foreign Office. 
This material had been compiled by Himmler or Heydrich and had in part been obtained 
as a result of the Venlo incident. The material also contained information which the SD 
had collected and which indicated the non-neutral attitude of these countries. Ribbentrop 
added that this material would be handed over to me in a few days’ time by Schellenberg 
of the SD; he wished me, as an authority on international law, to investigate the actual 
facts given to ascertain whether violations of neutrality had occurred. 

Shortly afterwards Schellenberg brought me a long report and informed me of the 
actual course of events in the Venlo incident. Two British consular officials in the Nether- 
lands, Stevens and Best, members of the British secret service according to statements by 
members of the SD, had tried....

support against Yugoslavia itself is to be demanded from Italy, Hungary and to a certain 
extent also from Bulgaria.

Politically it is especially important that the blow against Yugoslavia be of extreme 
severity and military defeat accomplished by a blitz attack.

The permanent 
representative is in charge of a main bureau which organises the entire internal service and 
is in charge of a number of departments dealing with special problems.

This department has the task of dealing further with the political tasks laid down in 
the five different areas envisaged, and of furnishing the historical foundation for the re- 
division of the entire East European region. The result of this work must be that the 
administrative districts envisaged are not of an accidental nature but are determined by 
historic and folk conditions and represent a historical necessity for the future.

The Reich Foreign Minister commented on July 25th in the presence of Herr Wiehl 
on my talk with Envoy Mohr on July 19th (?) and announced that the Fuehbrer had 
decided to open negotiations with the aim of an economic union with Denmark. The Reich 
Foreign Minister has entrusted me with the conduct of these negotiations. 

I presented the Reich Foreign Minister with a summary of my negotiation programme. 
The first task was to ascertain the intentions of the Danish Government. My talk with 
Envoy Mohr had intentionally been conducted without going thoroughly into these 
intentions. I thought it therefore necessary that I should first reach clarity with the Danish 
Foreign Minister, perhaps also with the Danish Prime Minister, on that aim, on which 
occasion I would emphasise that the German aim was an economic union. 

I was also of the opinion that such negotiations must be conducted with a certain time 
pressure. It would not be desirable to permit opposition to be voiced either in Denmark 
itself or abroad.

The build-up of the German Information Office III took place mainly by way of 
enlisting officials and employees of Reich representations as confidential agents. This 
procedure has the advantage that a network of confidential agents can be organised 
quickly but has on the other hand considerable disadvantages. These included: 

1) Members of the Reich representations abroad... 


It is thus inevitable that heads of missions are informed about the activity of these con- 
fidential agents and thus also of Information Office III. 

Every head of mission must, especially in wartime, do his best to obtain as much 
valuable information as possible. For this purpose he must school personnel under him 
and give directions for the collection of information. He will be able to increase the 
quantity and quality of the information reaching him in accordance with the intensity 
which he devotes to this task. The head of mission must also decide whether and to 
what extent he should at once pass on information to Berlin and what reports... 
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...it has control today over a broad network of radio transmitters and personnel. The 
SD can therefore send its messages very quickly to Berlin quite independently of news 
services of the missions. 

An arrangement with the SD would assure that its technical news transmission facilities 
were available for transmission of information gathered by confidential agents of the 
Information Office ITI. 

Such messages could be sent in a special code of the Information Office III, so that 
secrecy would also be observed from the SD. But this procedure also requires close and 
confidential cooperation between the Foreign Office and the SD, the foundations of which 
would have to be laid down in a working agreement. 

The actual organisation of the Information Office III would then be as follows: 

Wherever the SD has its own radio transmitter with personnel to operate it, a chief con- 
fidential agent of the Information Office III will be stationed. His name will be announced 
to the SD. Cypher telegrams of the chief confidential agent will be accepted for further 
transmission by the SD representative over the SD’s own radio service. 

The chief confidential agent on his part works with his own confidential men or such 
persons as are named by the Information Office III. The names of these persons will not be 
passed on to the SD representative, so that he has no over-all picture of the network of 
agents employed by the Information Office III.

The Supreme Command of the Wehrmacht intends to send a confidential agent to the 
northwestern part of Iran, to gather information on the spot and through inquiries as to 
the military possibilities. The information is necessary in order to judge of the possibilities 
offered in the event of an intention by the Weygand Army to attack in the direction of 
Baku or of the Russians in the direction of Mossul. Captain Dr Paul Leverkuehn is to be 
entrusted with this task. 

L. took part in the Scheubner-Richter expedition of 1915-1916 which was initiated 
by the Foreign Office and the Political Department of the General Staff. This expedition 
proceeded from Turkey into northern Persia. He was later employed in the German- 
English arbitration court and in the German-American Mixed Commission from 1922-30 
and was at that time German Property Commissar in the German Embassy in Washington. 
He is at present a lawyer in Berlin. 

Talks with Envoy von Hentig and Legation Counsellor von der Heyden-Rynsch 
have led to the conclusion that L.’s purpose can best be camouflaged by sending him to 
Tabriz, probably for about a month, as consular administrator. During this period 
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Consul Bohn in Tabriz would be sent home on leave. It would be necessary to provide 
L. with a consular secretary with a good knowledge of all consular business during this 
period. I have suggested Herr K. S. Stark for this. 

Talks with Envoy Schroeder have resulted in agreement in principle by the Personnel 
Department to this arrangement. 

The execution of this task is regarded by the Supreme Command of the Wehrmacht 
and by the Foreign Office as urgent. L. would therefore, after the necessary talks and 
preparations, have to leave here not later than a fortnight from now. 

L. has requested, and his request is supported by Pol. VII, that in order to maintain 
the efficacy of his disguise for the duration of his mission he be given the official title of 
consul and a diplomatic passport. 

According to views here, the costs of his mission should be born by the Supreme Com- 
mand of the Wehrmacht. 

L. intends to travel via Moscow and to spend two days there in order to establish 
contact with the Military Attaché there. He will proceed from there to Tehran and visit 
the Legation there before proceeding to his post in Tabriz. 

It is desirable for L. to see Consul Bohn before taking up his post. In order as far as 
possible to camouflage the 
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actual purpose of his mission, this meeting should take place outside Iran. It is suggested 
that Herr Bohn should be directed to arrange his holiday so as to meet L. in Moscow...

Yesterday SS Hauptsturmfuehrer Schuback of Office VI of the Reich Security Main 

Office and Corvette Captain Schueler of Counter-Intelligence I visited me in succession. 
Both gentlemen talked with me about the situation in Iran. It appeared from the talks 
that three German action centres were set up in Iran, one in Tehran under direction of 
Emissary Mayr, who has been there since 1940, one in the Kashgai region and one in 
the Bakhtiar region. As the Bakhtiar centre telegraphed recently, Tehran has not been 
answering for some time. In connection with this the enclosed report from secret 
sources that there have been a number of arrests in Tehran is of interest. The 
possibility must be reckoned with that the Tehran centre has been discovered. 
Apparently one or more Germans and a large number of Iranians, including some high 
military officers, have been arrested. The officers had been in contact with us. The 
enclosed message from Berne also fits in here. The assumption expressed in the 
preliminary notes, that the Iranian Government had to declare war very much against 
its will, is confirmed. 
The actions have had success in so far as the streets of Shiraz and Bushir were 
temporarily blocked as a result of unrest. The Kashgais even succeeded in defeating 
an Iranian garrison. But it appears that the Kashgais and the Iranian Government 
have entered into negotiations which have led the Kashgai leader, Khosrov to travel 
to ‘Tehran with Iranian General Jehanbani, whence he is said to have returned to his 
native region leaving his son as a hostage. It is not known whether the idea taken up 
by the Turkish Ambassador in Tehran of re-settling the Kashgai tribe in Turkey led 
to this change. The ventures initiated by the SS and Counter-Intelligence II do not after 
all appear to have been carried out with 
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sufficient expert knowledge, as was already feared by Pol VII and Counter-Intelli- 
gence I. According to Schuback, the material possibilities were also meagre.

According to a Trans-Ocean report from Ankara on September 7th the Iranian press 
chief had at that time again protested against the reports of the Persian service from Radio 
New Delhi according to which attacks and acts of sabotage had taken place against 
English and American transports for the Soviet Union. These reports were exaggerated 
and served the purpose of compromising the position of the Iranian Government, so as to 
find an excuse to interfere even further than before in Iranian affairs on the grounds that 
the Iranian Government was not in a position to maintain the order necessary to secure the 
transport of supplies. But the Iranian press chief had to acknowledge that there was 
constant unrest in Iran. 

On September 5th the Iranian Minister of Interior Sami was replaced by Teddeyyuen. 
Shortly after he took up office a DNB report from Istanbul on September 7th, quoting 
from the Agence Anatolie, stated that a wave of arrests had taken place in Iran. A sabotage 
and spy centre of Germans and Iranians had been discovered which was directed by 
Germans illegally in Iran and had the task of provoking unrest and making preparations 
to blow up bridges and tunnels, so as to interrupt transport through Iran. | 

On September 9th the Iranian Prime Minister Soheili reported in Parliament that the 
Iranian Government had declared war on the German Reich. He gave the activities of 
German agents as the reason. These had been landed in considerable numbers by 
parachute, he said. Some of these had been arrested, but a number of them had joined up 
with the Kasgai and Bakhtiar tribes in Southern Iran which had been causing disturbances 
for a long time. 

The reports indicate that the Iranian Government had clearly tried to make little of 
the affair 
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at first. The change in the Ministry of Interior appears then to have followed upon pressure 
from the enemy powers and that brought the affair to a head. 

The claim that Germans are illegally in Iran, and that they landed in large numbers 
by parachute rests on facts. The S.D. began a number of ventures, in cooperation with 
Counter-Intelligence IJ, the aim of which was to land parachute agents from planes in 
various parts of Iran. These agents were supposed to work amongst the Kashgais and Luri 
and with their help to attack transports and commit sabotage acts on the railways and 
roads. These agents had direct radio communication with the Homeland. They also sugges- 
ted that the approaching elections to the Iranian Parliament should be influenced by means 
of money. 


A change in the treatment of Iranians living in Germany is not indicated. These are 
almost entirely people with nationalist views with an oppositional attitude towards the 
English and the Russians. Transit and exit visas should only be issued if we have a 
political, military or war economic interest in such. Apart from this the Iranians should 
be treated as Arabs living in Germany are treated.

In February 1940 a Turkish confidential agent was introduced to the Embassy in 
Ankara through the Consulate-General in Istanbul who, as far as is known here, declared 
that as an official of the Turkish Foreign Ministry he had access to reports sent in from 
Turkish diplomatic representatives abroad. (Report from Istanbul of February 28th 1940 — 
Pol. VII 538 g, report from Ankara of April 8th 1940 — Pol. VII 773 g). From time to time 
this confidential agent manages to obtain copies of reports. We have, for example, received 
such Turkish reports with the enclosed reports of the Embassy in Ankara of April 3rd 1941 
— Pol. VII 1619 g-, July 10th 1941 - Pol. V 4321 g-, July 16th 1941 - Pol. V 4564 g-. 
The files contain no information of a personal nature about this agent.

Security Police and of the SD who were attached to the Embassy to achieve cooperation

The invitation to be handed to the appropriate Turkish 
offices should be issued, according to the purpose for which it is intended, jointly in the 
name of the Reich Foreign Minister and of the Chief of the German Police in the Reich 
Ministry of Interior, Himmler. 

Such a trip would, if suitably organised, doubtlessly offer opportunities to explain to 
important Turkish officials our point of view on the following important propaganda 
theses of the enemy: 

1. Oppositional attitude of population in occupied territories as a result of German 
terror. 

2. Insufficient preparations for defence on second front. 

3. Serious disruption of German war production as a result of enemy bombing and under- 
mining of morale of German population.

The undersigned was included in a talk on March 24th 1941 between SS Stubaf. Finke, 
SS O-Stuf. Winter, Director of the Central Railway Advertising Office, and Dr Joern 
Leo, Director of the Railway Advertising Office in Tokyo, for the purpose of initiating 
joint work with the last named. So as to get to know Dr Leo better and to familiarise him 
with the work of this section, a meeting on April 11th 1941 was arranged. It turned out 
that Dr Leo had spent fourteen years in Japan with only short absences and has an excellent 
knowledge of political, economic and cultural conditions in the Far East. He speaks and 
writes Japanese and has contacts in nearly all influential circles. In the Japan group of the 
AO he is the director of the film and radio section. He has already been drawn into 
cooperation with K.K. Mueter in Tokyo. He also knows co-workers Koelln in Tokyo and 
Dr Klare in Shanghai. 

It is intended to entrust Dr Leo with the coordination of the news network in Japan, 
since he can be regarded at present as the most suitable person for this, in view of his 
excellent knowledge of the country and the language and of his far-reaching contacts. 
A certain amount of preliminary work would then have been done in the matter of 
appointing an official representative with full powers for Japan, which would greatly 
facilitate further useful work.

In agreement with Herr Gauleiter Bohle permit me to reply to your letter of the 
15th of last month regarding Dr Haas as follows: 

The direction of the AO declares itself in agreement, on the basis of your remarks, 
with the use of Dr Haas as a co-worker abroad of IG in all places in North China, 
in Shanghai and in Central China, while he is not to be permitted to travel in 
Japan. The authorities in Japan, China and Manchuria will be informed of this 
arrangement. I should, however, like to repeat that this arrangement applies only 
in the case of Dr Haas and is not to be regarded as agreement in principle by the 
AO that other persons who find themselves in a similar position to Dr Haas are 
to be employed as co-workers or representatives abroad.

Despite draconic counter-measures by military administration against murderous 
attacks, sabotage and attacks continue. Reprisals, especially shooting of numerous hostages, 
appear to make no impression on terrorists. Criminals could only very seldom be detected. 
Attacks take place generally at night, when attacker unrecognisable and vanished after a 
few steps. Amongst victims of murderous attack two members of military administration: 
War Administration Counsellor Hass, shot last week, and Senior War Administration 
Counsellor Flad, shot last night at 19.30 hours. With the latter was secretary of this office, 
Frau Pruefer, who was wounded by a shot but not seriously.

Enclosed herewith is a summarised report of the Foreign Office on the importance of 
the Jewish question for foreign policy in 1938, for your information. 

It is pointed out here that the report correctly supports a radical solution of the Jewish 
question through emigration—as has been done here for years—but that at the moment it 
cannot yet be considered useful to provoke the Jewish question in all European and non- 
European countries, since this would seriously hinder the emigration of Jews still living 
in Germany. With reference to this defect in the presentation of the problem the Reich 
Ministry of Interior has already approached the Foreign Office in writing.

The expro- 
priated Jew receives Reich debenture bonds for his property, the interest on which belongs 
to him. 

The final aim of German Jewish policy is the emigration of all Jews living in Reich 
territory. It is to be expected that the drastic measures in the economic field, which have 
transferred Jews “from earning to pension”, will encourage the desire to emigrate. Looking 
back over the five years since the seizure of power, it can in any case be stated that neither 
the law on re-introduction of professional officialdom nor the Nuremberg Jewish laws 
with the regulations for carrying them out, which prevented any tendency to assimilation 
of the Jews, contributed to a great extent to the emigration of German Jews. On the 
contrary, in every period of inner-political calm such a flowback of German Jewish 
emigrants set in that the Secret State Police...

Enclosed for information is copy of protocol of working session of Jewish section chiefs 
of the missions which took place on April 3rd and 4th 1944 in Krummhuebel. Because 
of their secret nature, the reports by L. R. von Thadden and SS Hauptsturmfuebrer Ballen- 
siefen of Reich Security Main Office are not included in the protocol. 

In accordance with Multex No. 246 of February 28th 1944, collections of anti-Jewish 
propaganda material for the session was sent from the respective countries by most mis- 
sions, some of it with the request for its return, including books, journals, posters, leaflets 
etc. It is intended not to return this material but to place it in the extensive Jewish archives 
now being set up, which will also be open to the missions. These archives will be in 
Krummhuebel, so as to guarantee their safety from war damage. In view of the importance 
of an absolutely complete collection of the entire relevant material for anti-Jewish infor- 
mation work, it is requested that missions do not insist on return of material sent in.

... Lhrough the Balfour Declaration of 1917 the Jews were assured a homeland after the 
war. The Jewish element has spread very widely in Palestine at the expense of the Arabs. 

The physical extinction of the eastern Jews deprives Jewry of its biological reserves. 
Its present structure is characterised by its union with the three Great Powers. This link 
shows itself in the Soviet Union through the ideological combination of Jewry with 
Bolshevism, in England through invasion of the governing stratum and in the US through 
domination of key positions in high finance. A solution must be found for the Jewish 
problem not only in Germany but internationally. 

Legation Counsellor von Thadden speaks on the Jewish-political situation in Europe 
and the stage reached in anti-Jewish executive measures. He summarised the reasons for 
rejecting the Zionist Palestine solution or similar alternative solutions and why the 
re-settling of Jews in the eastern territories must be carried out. He then outlined the stage 
reached in anti-Jewish measures in all European countries. He detaiied the measures taken 
by world Jewry to counter German anti-Jewish measures in Europe. He closed his remarks 
with the following request to representatives of missions: 

1. Suppression of any propaganda, including propaganda camouflaged as anti-Jewish, 
which might hinder or restrict German executive measures. 


2. Preparation of understanding in all countries for the executive measures against the 
Jews. 


3. Regular reports on possibilities to effect sharper measures against Jews in the various 
countries through diplomatic channels. 


4, Regular reports on signs of counter-measures by world Jewry so that mines can be laid 
against this in good time. 


(Since the details given by the speaker on the stage reached by executive measures in 
the various countries is to be kept secret, these were not included in the protocol).” 
SS Hauptsturmfuebrer Dr Ballensiefen reported on experiences in carrying out anti- 


Jewish measures in Hungary in connection with political events there. 
Prof. 
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L.S. Dr Kutscher speaks on the propaganda theses in the framework of anti-Jewish action 
abroad. All propaganda must be conducted from definite guiding principles. These theses 
must be regarded as guides and directives for information work. They must be coordinated 
with local conditions. They were intended for internal use. LS Dr Kutscher then formu- 
lated some guiding principles: The Jews are responsible for the war. They have driven the 
peoples into war because they are interested in it. The Jews are the ill-luck of all peoples. 
A Jewish victory would mean the end of culture (e.g. Soviet Union). When Germany 
fights against the Jews it is not doing it for itself alone but for the culture of all Europe. 
The Jew has dug his own grave with this war. The aim of these theses was to present 
people with definite facts...

Dr Klasson (France) first presents a longer historical survey of the development of the 
Jewish problem and of anti-Semitism in France, and points to difference in treatment 
of Jews in the northern and southern zones. In the northern zone steps have been taken to 
Aryanise Jewish businesses, Jewish writings have been confiscated. Jewish writers and 
actors have according to the French Jewish laws not been forbidden to work, but they are 
forbidden to own or direct a paper or a theatre. Jews have disappeared from public offices. 
In 1940 a Jewish institute was set up in France. An anti-Jewish exhibition had been a great 
success. Apart from a few anti-Semitic clergy, the Catholic church had been largely on the 
side of Jewry, in the sense of the democratic ideology. A few anti-Semitic films had had a 
frightening effect. Films must therefore be made more use of. Information activities must 
link up with French traditions and present the matter as as French affair. There would be 
some useful points of contact amongst Deat’s followers and the French fascists. The 
situation in French North Africa should be exploited.

Jewish councils of elders were formed and made responsible for the behaviour of 
their fellows. A great number of Jews who had committed crimes against property had to 
be liquidated. As the eastern campaign continued, the Jews took part in sabotage, plunder- 
ing, spying, terrorism, ambush and indulged in communist agitation, passive resistance and 
support of Soviet destruction battalions and parachute commandos. This behaviour is 
obviously the result of Soviet instructions which, as a result of the German surprise attack 
at the beginning of warlike action, could not at first be fully effective. The Jews are clever 
at disguising themselves as interpreters, recommending themselves to the German admini- 
strative authorities as managers of enterprises important for the war effort and exploiting 
the various national aspirations for their own benefit. This behaviour by the Jews neces- 
sitated sharp measures by the SD. There are reports from separate special commandos in 
the period under review of an average of 70 to 80 thousand—Radomychl over 11 thousand- 
Jews being liquidated. A more exact picture of the number of Jews liquidated in all three 
Reich Commissariats cannot be obtained from these reports. 

A great number of Jews had to be segregated in special camps on account of the danger 
of contagious diseases. Ghettos were set up in the larger towns, into which Jews from the 
country were regularly transported. 

Under Soviet administration the Jews had succeeded in settling into those economic 
positions and branches of work in which there was the best chance of earning money and 
where they could also be least easily controlled. They generally did not deny their origin 
and had not taken on Russian-sounding names, but they considered themselves to be 
Russians and sought closer contact with these, not stressing their origin particularly. The

Military attaché just reported, had received as secret matter teletype message 
from his command that Field Marshall Lieutenant Czeydner retired, Major- 
General Grassy and Colonel Deak retired crossed German frontier yesterday 
morning according to Vienna counter-intelligence station and taken over by 
Secret State Police. The latter had requested “‘no publicity for the affair” and 
stated the officers were guests of Reich Fuebrer. Military attaché just reported 
in reply to question that the evidently widespread allegation by the above- 
named that the trial pending against them was because of “too great friendliness 
to the Germans” could not be confirmed. 

On the affair itself I report following: 

At a social meeting with the Chief of General Staff a few days ago I mentioned 
this rumour which is going about in the city in connection with the trial pending 
against officers on account of their attitude during shootings in Ujvidek. 
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The Chief of General Staff became very serious and stated that what had happened in 
Ujvidek was a national tragedy. He was ashamed to have to admit that shocking things 
had happened there. Many women and children had been murdered and a great deal of 
plundering had gone on. After Hungarian Honveds had plundered in East Galicia and 
later on when they entered Zambor, this was the third case. It was impossible to close the 
eyes to this, otherwise the entire Honveds would be ruined and of no use whatever. 
Apart from that, thousands had been shot in Ujvidek without trial and without having 
done any wrong. Such actions could of course be taken by a Cheka political organisation, 
but not by regular troops. He had also been informed that in (name of place illegible, ed.) 
that the German Army had murdered Poles and Russians. He would therefore have to do 
his utmost to prevent such excesses by members of the Honveds and make such conduct 
impossible for all time. 

The Chief of General Staff also said that, as had been revealed quite unmistakably 
during the course of the trial, police had had their heads and arms bandaged to make it 
appear as if they had been shot at. But there was not one case of a policeman having been 
shot at. 

In this situation it was of course impossible to let the military commanders, under 
whom these shameless actions had been committed, get off scot free. Severe punishment 
would therefore have to be reckoned with. 
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In reply to my question as to why the trial, which after all had been called off more 
than a year ago, was now being resumed, the Chief of General Staff said that this was done 
on the order of the Minister of Interior. To my remark that the re-opening of the trial was 
due to the Foreign Ministry, as rumours here circulating had it, the Chief of General Staff 
made no reply. However, he did say that he would have been glad if things had not 
gone so far as a re-trial. But now that this had happened, the severest action would have 
to be taken. Both military and air attachés, however, thought that a mild sentence with 
eventual pardon might be reckoned with. 

Air attaché knew Field Marshall Lieutenant Czeydner better as a result of his official 
work. He thinks that Czeydner did not show impeccably German-friendly attitude in 
official dealings with him. He regards Czeydner as a by no means clear character. 

Hungarian official quarters will doubtlessly assume that military attaché knew of inten- 
ded crossing of frontier by above officers, that perhaps even the Legation had a hand in it. 

Request speedy telegram with instructions as to attitude. Until this arrives, in the event 
the affair is mentioned officially, shall state I know nothing and if advisable suggest that 
persons involved, if frontier crossing true, may have been guided by idea that they had 
stiff sentence to expect and wanted to evade this by flight.

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... anyone who fought against the Jewish plague in Europe was on our side.We had. not 
yet heard that there had been complaints about the Jews in Hungary, who were to blame 
for the mass murder of women and children through English-American bombers. For it 
should be clear to everyone that only the Jews could be the instigators of the frightful 
terrorist attacks. 

Anybody in Europe who was persecuted because of his struggle against the Jews 
would be accepted as a political refugee in Germany and treated as such. In addition, we 
had Rumanian political refugees in Germany, although we were allied with Rumania. 

The best thing would be, if the Hungarians brought up this subject themselves, to send 
Envoy Stoyev here. He, the Fuehrer, would then communicate his arguments to him 
personally, to be handed on to the Reich Regent and to his government.

on the results of my official visit 
to Belgrade 


Purpose of the visit was to check on the spot whether the problem of the 8,000 Jewish 
agitators whose shifting was requested by the Legation could not be dealt with there. 

The first talk with Envoy BENZLER and State Counsellor TURNER at the office 
of the Military Commandant for Serbia revealed that over 2,000 of these Jews had already 
been shot as a reprisal for attacks on German soldiers. On the order of the Military 
Commandant 100 Serbs are to be shot for every German soldier killed. In carrying out 
this order, first the active communist leaders of Serb nationality—about 50 altogether—and 
then Jews in steady succession, as communist agitators, were shot. 

In the course of the talk it appeared that from the start it was not a question of 8,000, 
but of about 4,000 Jews, of whom in addition only about 3,500 could be shot. The other 
500 were needed by the State Police to maintain the health and order service in the ghetto 
which was to be set up. 
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Detailed dealings with the experts on the Jewish question, Sturmbannfuehrer WEI- 
MANN of the Turner office, the director of the State Police office, Standartenfuehrer 
FUCHS and his Jewish expert revealed: 


1. Male Jews are to be shot by the end of this week, so that the problem mentioned in 
the Legation report will be settled. 


2. The remaining Jews, about 20,000 (women, children and old people) as well as 
about 1,500 Gypsies, of whom the men will also be shot, were to be collected in the 
so-called Gypsy quarter in Belgrade as ghetto. Minimum feeding for the winter 
could be assured. 


In a final talk with State Counsellor Turner he expressed his readiness to accept such 
a solution in principle. But the Gypsy quarter in Belgrade is in his opinion a hotbed of 
contagious disease and must be burnt down for hygienic reasons. It could only be regarded 
as a temporary station. 

The Jews and Gypsies who are not shot in reprisals are therefore first to be collected 
in the Gypsy quarter and then transported by night to the Serbian island of Mitrovica.
